OF THE A^UTHOK. 

Fray(Cisco oe Qujbvedo was boni at Ma- 
dWd in 1570; and was a man of quaHty, as 
appears from his being ftiled Knight of the 
Order of St, James. He was- one of the 
moft celebrated authors of his age, both in 
'verfe and profe* He had a fingular force 
and fruitfulnefs of imagination, which, 
enabled him to render the mofl infipid 
fubjedks diverting, by embellifhing them 

K^ith all the ornaments of fiflion. He was 

• 

perfe^ mafter of the Greek, Hebrew, Latin,. 
French, and Italian languages. The feve* 
rity of his Satires procured him many ene-

mies, and brought him into great troubleki^ 
The Coont d'Olivarez, favourite and priiAe- 
fiui^ifter to Philig. IV. of Spain, impi^foned 
hiii for Being too free with Kis adthiniftra- 
tion ^nd goveminent ; nor did he obtain his 
liberty till that minifter wks difgraced. He 
died in the year 1646. His Poetical Works 
went andcrthe general trtle of ParmrJoE/' 
pagftpi, or Spanijh Parnafus. His produc- 
tions in profe .arc, Tim Night-Adixenturer : 
or, The Day Hater; The Life ef Paui^ the 
^fjani^ Sharper; The Retentive Knight ^ and 
his Epijiles;. The Dog and Fever ^ A Proclama* 
tion by Old Father Time ; A Treat if e on all 
Things nuhatfoever \. Fortune in her Wits;, ok 
The Hour of all Men ; and, laftly, the Vi-. 
sioNs, which are a Satire upon corruption. 
o£. manners in all . forts and degcees o£ 
people ; are full of Wit and Morality j and 
have gone through many editions^ the fol-* 
lowing being* a new and elegant tranflatioUr 
and. which'the Editor hopes will be np u&^ 
acceptable prefent to the Public. . 
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AS I was going a few days fmce to a con* 
vent in this city to bear mais, I faw a 
prodigioas multitude of people endea- 
vouring to get in^ but I was told the gate 
was locked. A gentleman informed me» upon 
inquiring the reafon of it, that a deo^oniac 
was to he exorcifed : this made me as curious 
as the red ; but I was not more fuccefsful than 
they were, and therefore refolved to go home 
again. As 1 went along, an au:quaintance 
met me, who belonged to the fame c^c^ilvent; 
and he, perceiving my turiofity, having beea 
told the fame news that I had, bade me go 
with him, and he would gain me admittance: 
accordingly, going to a little back-door, by 
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2 Vision i. 

lowing a ticket he had, we both obtained 
entrance into the thurch, aiVd frorfc thea<!6 
into the veftry. TKc firll thing we beheld, 
was a terrible looking fellow, all in rags, with 
a tippet about his neck, his hands tied behind 
his back, and roaring like a bull. Heaven pre- 
ferve us, cried I, at the fame timecroffing ray- 
felf, what is the matter .with the man ? Why, 
anfwered the reverend \Father -who was to 
perform the operation, he is pofleffed with a 
devil. That is an execrable falfehood, ex- 
claimed the fpirit that troubled him ; it is not 
a man poflefled with a devil, but a devil pof- 
fefTed with a man ; therefore you ought to be 
more careful of what you fay; for it is v^ry 
obvious, both by the queftion and anfwer, that 
you are a parcel of ideots : for to tell you the 
truth, we devils never enter into the body of 
a Catchpole but by compulfion ; and there- 
fore you fliould not fay a Catchpole be-de- 
viled, but a Devil be-catchpoled: and to give 
you your due, you men can deal better with 
us devils than with the catchpoles ; for they 
make ufe of t'Ke crofs to cover their villainy, 
whereas we do all in our power to avoid it. 
* If we are fo different in our humours, yet 
we aft. pretty much* alike in our offices; if we 
draw men into judgment and condemnation, 
fo do catchpoles; we are defirous of the 
world's becoming more and more wicked, fo 
are they ; nay, and much more fo than us, 
/or they maintain their families by it, whereas

wr.do it only for the fake of company. And 
iiL,this» catchpoks are vrorfe than devils; 
they -prey upon their own fpecies, and worry 
ene another^ tv^hich we never dov For our 
parts, Vfc are angels IHll, though black ones ; 
and were turned into devils only for alpiring 
at an equality with our Creator : whereas, the 
eorruption: of mankind is the generation of a 
eatchpole.. So that, my good Father, your 
labour is td no purpole in plying this wretch. 
vrixh reltques; for you may as foon redeem a 
foul fi^m hell, as a prey out of his hands. 

It very much adonifhed me to find the de«> 
vtl fo great a fophifier ; but, xiotwithflanding^ 
ail this, the holy man went on with his exor* 
crfm; andtoilop the fpirit's mouth, walhed 
his face with holy water ; this made the de*- 
iboniac teii> times nnadder thtm before, and fet 
hiin a- roaring fo horridly, that it deafened the 
eothpany, and made the very walls ihake. 
And m>w,. fays he, you may, perchance, ima* 
gine this extrayagance to be the e&<^ of your 
holy water ; but let me tell you, that meer 
water .v^ould iiave done the fame things for 
yb^ catchpoles hate notluiig in the world 
]jke water; efpecially. that of a King's Bench 
punsp. 

• Come, come, fays the Fathei;, there is no ear 
nor credit to be given to this rafcal ; fet but 
his tongue at liberty, and you Ihall have hii» 
fisili foul upon tiie government, and the mtni-' 
ftcxa of )itfiikr^£ar keeping the world in* bedfic^

sind fupprefiing wickednefs, becaufe it fpalb 
his market. No more chopping of logic, good 
Mr Conjurer, fays the devil, for there is more 
in it than you are aware o£ ; if you will do a 
poor devil a good office, give me my dilpatch 
out of this wretched Alguazil ; for I aoi a dc» 
vil, you muft know, of no fmali note, and {hall 
never be able to endure the jefls and a^Fronts 
that will be put upon me at my return, fos 
having kept this rafcal company. 'All in good 
time, replied the Father, thou (halt have thy 
difcharge ; that is to fay, in pity to this un« 
happy wretch, and not for thy own fake. But 
tell me fir (I, what makes thee torment hior 
thus ? Nothing in the world, anfwered the de- 
vil, but a conteft betwixt him and me, which 
was the greater devil of the two* 

The reverend Father did not at all relifir 
thefe wild and malicious replies.; but to me 
the dialogue was very pleafant, eipecially, be^ 
ing, by this time, a little familiarized with the 
demoa. My good Father, faid I, here are 
none but friends, and I may fpeak to you as 
my confefTor, and the confident of all the ie* 
icrets of my foul ; I am very defirous, withr 
your leave, to alk the devil a few queftions ; 
and who knows, but a man may be the better 
for his anfwers, though, very probably, con- 
trary to his intention ? Keep him only, in the 
mean time, from tormenting this poor crea* 
ture. The exorcift granted my requeft, and 
the fpirit went on. Well, fays be iixuHng, the 
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devil (hall never want a friend at court, fo long^^ 
as there is a poet within the walls. AntI, in« 
^d, the. poets do us many a good turn, both 
bf pimping and. otherwife ; but if you, faid 
ke, (houid not be kind to us, looking upon n3e» 
70Q< will be thought very ungrateful, confideff* 
iog the honour of your entertainment now in 
helL I aiked him tlien, what (lore of poets 
^ley had ?• -Prodlgrous numbers, fays the de« 
yii ; fo many that we have been forced to 
make more room for them ; nor* is there any 
thing in nature fo plealknt as a poet in the 
£rft year of lys probation ; he comes laden. 
with letters. of recommendation to our fuperi* 
6rss and inquires very gravely for Charon» 
Cerberus, Rhadamanthus, Eacus, and Minos. 
• Well, faid I, but in what manner are they 
puniQied ? for I began now to make the poet*s 
cafe my own. Their punifliments, replied the 
disvil, are many, and fuited to the trade they 
drive; Some are condemned to hear other 
men's works ; and this is the plague of the 
fidlers too. We have others that are in for a^ 
tltoufaiid years, and yet Ail] poring upon (bme 
©Id ftanza they have made on their miftrefs. 
Some «gain are beating, their foreheads with 
the palms of their hands, and even boaring 
thfir very nofes with hot irons, in rage. that 
they canftot come to a refolutiou, whether 
they (hall fay face or vifage; whether they 
ihall fay «jayl or goal ; whether cony or cvtriy 
ny, becaufe it comes from cunicuhs, a rabbit*

Pthers are biting their nails to the qtiitrlt, aiiJ 
at thisif wit's end for a rhinac or chinaney ; and 
dozing up and down in a brown ftody, tillr 
they (Jrop into fome hole at laft, and give us 
trouble enough to get them out agatm But 
they that Ainer the moft, and fare the worflr, 
are your comic poets, for whoring fo many 
queens and princefTes upon the ftage, and 
coupling hidies of honour with footmen^ aali 
noblemen with common jilts, in the winding 
up of then* plays ; and for giving the baftiiuu 
do to Alexander and Julius Czfar in ttieir hi* 
terludes and farces. Now I mufl: tell yimi 
that we do not lodge thefe with other poets^ 
but with petty- foggers and attorn tes, as conl^^ 
mon dealers in the myftery of Ihiftiag, (bn^ 
fiing, forging, and cheating; And now for 
the difcipline of hell : you nraft know we 
have incomparable harbingers and quarter'*' 
mailers ; infomuch, that kt them come in^ 
whole caravans, as it happened the other day^ 
every man is in his quarter in a moment. 

There came to us a great many tradefoien 9 
the firft of them a poor rogue, tluit made pro* 
feilion of drawing the long-bow ; and him we 
were about to put among the armourers, bat 
one of the company moved and carried it, 
that, fince he was fo good at draughts', he 
mii»ht be fent to the clerks and fcriveners ; a 
fort of people that will fit you with draughts 
geood and bad, of aU forts and iizes, and to ali 
purpofes. Another called himfelf a cutttr: 
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^•f aiked him, whether in wood or ftone? 
Neither, faid he, but in cloth and (lufiT, cpm^ 
ttonly called a tailor ; and him we Ini^ned o- 
Ter to thoTe that were in for detraftion anct 
cakimn^, and for cutting large thongs out of 
other men's leather. There was a blind fellow 
would fain have been among the poets, but, 
for likclinefs fake, we quartered him amon'^ 
the lovers* After him came a fexton, or, a^ 
lie filled himfelf, a burier of the dead ; and 
then a co<^ that was troubled in confcience 
for putting off cats for hares : thefe were dif 
patched away to the paftry-men. We d&Cpoftd 
of sibout half a dozen crack-brained fools a- 
mong the aftrologers and alchymids. In the 
jKiinber» there was one notorious murderer, 
und him we packed away to the gentlemen of 
•the faculty, the phyficians. The broken mer- 
chants we kennelled with Judas, for makinjg* 
ill bargains. Corrupt minifters and magt* 
Urates, with the thief on the left hand* Ine 
embroilers of affairs, and the tale-bearers, take 
up with the vintners ; and the brokers with 
the Jews. In ihort, the policy of hell is ad- 
loirabie, where every man has his place fuit- 
able to his rank. 

' As I remember, faid I, you were juft now 
fpeaktng of lovers ; pray tell me, have ye ma- 
ny of them in your dominions ? I afk, becaufe 
I am myfelf a little fubje(!l to the. itch of love, 
as well as poetry. Love, fays the devil, is 
like a great ijpoC of oil^ that diffufes itfelf eve* 
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tj whfire, and confequenUyilven ^aonpt but he 
fuffidently ftocked with that fort of vermia^ 
But let roe tell you, we have Qsany kinds of- 
lovers ; fooie doat upon theinlblves ; others- 
upon their, pelf J thefe upon th^ir own dii**^ 
courfes ; thofe upon their own a^on9;'a»4 
once in an age» perchance, comes A fellow thaO 
doats upon his own wife ; but this- is a great- 
rarity, for the jades commofnly bring their huf- 
bands to repentance, and then the devil maf 
throw his cap at thecn. But above aU, f^p 
fport, if there can be any in hell, comnoend m^ 
to thofe gawdy coxcombs who, by the vaciety; 
of colours and ribbands chey wear, favours, as 
they call them, one would fwear they were: 
only drcffed up for a fample/or Kind of inven- 
tory of all the gewgaws that are to be had at 
the mercet's. Others you (hall have fo over- 
<jbarged with peruque, that you will not eafUyi 
know the head of a cavalier from the ordina- 
ry block, of a tire-woman : and fome agaia^ 
you would take for carriers, by their pacquets- 
and bundles of love-letters ; which being mader 
combullible by the fire and flame they treit of^, 
we are fo thrifty of, as to employ upon finge- 
ing their own tails, for the faving of betteir 
fuel. But, oh I thepleafant poftures of the 
maiden lover, when he is upon the.pradice of 
the gentle leer, and embracing the air for hb 
miftrefs ! Others we ha(^e that are condemned 
for feeling, and yet never come to die touch? 
taefe pafs for a kind of bu&on pretenders ; t^ 
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rer at the eve» but never at the feilival. Some 
again have ruined themfelvea, like Judas» for 
a kiis. 

One. ftory lower is the abode of contented 
cuckolds ; a poifonous place^ and firewed all 
over with the horns of rams and .bulls. Thele 
are fo well read in women ^ and kAow theiv 
deOiiay fo-well beforehand, chat they never fo 
much as trouble their heads for the matter. 
Ye come next to the admirers of old women ; 
and theie are wretches of fo depraved an ap* 
petite, that if they were not kept tied up, and 
in chains, the very devils themfelves eould not 
redfl them. The truth is, whatever you may 
think of a devil, he is regarded by them as » 
very Adonis. . 

Thus far I have fatisfied your curiofity ; a 
word now for your Inftru^ion. If you would 
make an intereft in hell, you mufl give over 
that roguifh way ye have got of abufing the 
devils in your (hows, pictures, and emblems t 
at one time, for indance, we are painced with 
claws or talons, like eagles or griffins ; at ano* 
ther, we are dred up with tails, like fo many 
hackney- jades, with their fly-flaps; and now 
and then ye (hall fee a devil with a cock*s comb* 
Now I wiU not deny, but fome of us may, in* 
deed, be very well taken for hermits and phi* 
lofophers. If you can help us in this point, 
do ; and we fhall be ready to do you one good 
turn for another. I was afking Michael An- 
gelo here a while ago, why he drew the d^ 
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Tils id his great |>i6ee of the Lad Judgosenr^ 
vrith io triany monkey-faces, and M«nry-* Aii«« 
drew podures. His anfwer was, that be foU 
lowed his fancy, without any malice in the 
worHd, for as then, he had never feen any'de^ 
vils ; nor, indeed, did he believe that there 
were any ; but he hath now learned the con* 
trary to his coft. There is another thing too^ 
we take extremely ill ; which is, that, ^ in yoar 
orditiary difcourfes, yon are out with yooc 
purft presently to every rafca), and cail kiodt 
devil. As for example : do you fee how this 
devil of a tailor has fpoiled my cloaths ? How 
that devil has .made me wait ? How that de<* 
y\\ has cheated me ? 6cc. All this is very ill 
done, and no fmall difparagement to our qua^* 
Itty, to be ranked: with^ tailors- ^ a company of 
ilav9$^ tha^t ferve us^in heli only^for biru^^ 
wood V and are obliged to beg hard* to be ad»< 
xnitted on .any condition : though I confefjt 
they ha^'po^dien on their fides and cuftom^ 
whttli is another law ; being in poHeffioB- of 
theft, and ftolien goods, they make snach more 
CLonA:ience of keeping youf ftuffs than yourho^ 
lidays, grooilbting and domineering: at ever^i 
turn, If they have not -th* fame. refpe<ft with: 
the childr^ of the family.. Ye have anotheu 
triek too, of giving every thing to the devil 
that difpleafes you, which we cannot but 
take very unkindly. The devil take thee, fciy» 
oi^ ; an eifceOent prefent, 1 warrant ye t but 
At' devil ha]ifof£kei0^lNit e\& to do> than; to tak^ 
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^d carry away all th^it is given liim ; if they 
wiJi come of themfelves, let them come and 
wclcoooe. Another gives that rafcal of a va- 
ietitQ'thp df;vil ; but the devil will have none 
of yoar valets, he thanks you for your love ; 
a pack of rogues, that are for the moft part J 
<worie than devils ; and, to fay the truth, they 
are good neither roft nor fodden. I give that 
Italian to the devil, cries a third : thank yoii 
for nothing : for ye (hall have an Italian will 
(rick the devil himfelf, and take, him by the 
nofe, like mnflard. Some again' \\\\\ be for 
giving a Spamard to the. devil; but he has 
been fo cruel wherever he has got footing, 
that we had rather have his room than his 
company, and make a prefent to the Grand 
Signior of his nutmegs, 

Her^ the devil pai&d ; and in the fame in- 
Aant, there happening^ flight fcufflebetwirt a 
couple of conceited, coxcombs, which ihould 
go forembft, I turned to fee the matter, and 
caft my eye upon a certain tax-gatherer that 
had ruined a friend of mine: and, in fome 
fort, to revenge myfelf of this afs in a lion's 
^in, I afkcd the devil, whether they had not 
jthat fort of blood-fuckers among the reft, in 
^eir dominions ; ,an infoCming, projefiiqg ge- 
nemtion of men, and the very bane of a king- 
dom ? Yjou know littlei fays he, if you do not 
know thefe vermin to be the right heirs of 
perdition; and tliat they claim hell for their 
. inheritance; and .yet we are now even upon tlic 
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point of diicardipg them ; for they afe ^ 
pragmatical, and ungratefuJ, that there is so 
bearing thern. They are at this prefent time 
in confultation about an impoil upon the 
highway to hell ; and, indeed, payments run 
fo high already, and are fo likely to increafe 
too, that it is much feared in the end, we fhall 
quite lofe our trading and commeroe. But if 
ever they come to put this in execution, we 
ihall be fo bold as to treat them next boot^#y 
keeping them on the wrong fide of the dM$ 
which will be worie than hell to them ; f<^it 
leaves them no retreat, being expelled Paradife 
iind Purgatory already. This race of vipers, 
faid I, will never be quiet, till they tax the 
way to Heaven itfelf. Oh, replied thedevil,that 
had been done long fmce, if they had found it 
worth their trouble ; but they have had a fac- 
tor abroad tliefe ten years, that is glad to wipe 
his nofe on his fleeve, ftill, for want of a hand- 
kerchief. But pray upon what do they defign 
to levy thefe new impofltions? For that, an* 
fwered the devil, there is a gentleman of the 
trade at your elbow can tell you all ; point- 
ing to my old friend the publican. This drew 
the eyes of the whole company upon him, 
and put him fo out of countenance, that he 
plucked down his hat over his face, clappedhitf 
tail between his legs, and went his way, %vitli 
which we were all of us well enough pleaied; 
«nd then the devil continued. Well, faid he, 
laughing! my voucher is departed* you fee ; 
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fcit Itldftk I can fay as much to diis point as 
fHiafeif. The iiDpofittons now to' be fet on 
foot, are iitpcm bare-necked ladies, patches, 
mole-ikins, Spanidi papet*, aad all the unnecef* 
£wy part of die etfeminate world ; upon your 
capes a-la-mode; excefs in apparei ; collations; 
rich £tiriiitcire ; your t:lieat]ag and blafphemy ; 
yo9p gaming ordinaries; and, in general, 
upon whatfoever ferves to advance o«r empire: 
ipidiat, without a friend at court, cr Ibme 
g^od magiftrate to help us out at a dead lift, 
add Hick to us, V7<e may even (hut up our (hop, 
for you wiU find hell a very defart. Well, 
isad I, metkinks I fee nothing in all this but 
'wkM is very reafbnable ; for to what purpofc 
lerves it, but to corrupt good manners, ftir up 
Ml appetius, pi^ot^oke and encourage all forts 
of debi^ich^y, deftroy all that is good and 
honottrable In human fociety, and chiilk out, 
in efi«fti the ready way to the devil i 
• 1 heard you mention fomething juft now of 
Oiagiftratcs * I hope there are no judges in 
h^ir? YoB may as well imagine, cHed the 
^rit, that there are no devils there ; let me 
cell you, fii«nd of mine, yo«r corrupt-jildgcS* 
are the great fpawners thatfupply our lake- 
§bT what are thofe milfions of cat<rh poles',' 
pro^ors, attornies, clerks, and barri(lei*s, tliat' 
come failing to ns every day in (lioals, but ^e 
fry of fuch Judges? Nay, fometimes, in a lucky 
year, for cheating, forgiug, and forfwearing, 
wo am hdiPdlf find roovtb to put them in. 
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Do you mean toinfeFfrom hence novr, r»iJ 
I^ that there is no juftice upon earth ? Very 
right, quoth the devil, for Aftrsea, which is the 
iaine thing, is 3ed, long fince, to Heaven. Do 
tiot you know the (lory ? Indeed, replied }, I da 
tiot. Then, quoth the devil, 1 wtU tell it you% 
> *' It once happened, that Truth and JufHce 
** came together to take up their quarters upo9 
«^ earth ; but the one being &^ked« and the 
'* other very feverc and plain- dealing, thsyr 
*' could not meet with any body that would 
•* receive them. At laft, when they had wan-* 
dered a long time, iUce vagabonds, in the 
open air. Truth was glad to take up her 
lodging with a mute; and JuQice, percei- 
ving that though her name was much ufed 
<* as a cloak to knavery, yet that ihe herfelf 
^ wag in no efteem, took up a refolution of re- 
«* turning to Heaven. Before ihe departed^ 
** ihe bid adieu, in the firft place, to all courts, 
*< palaces, and great cities, and went into the 
** country, where ihe met with fome few poor 
** Ample cottagers ; but Malice and Periecu-*

Vodj to rob and deceive. The. lecher, doe» 
not he Soizl away; the honour of his miftrefsi 
rimugh with her confent^ 7'he attorney pick» 
your pocket, and (hews you a law for it. Ths 
comedian sets your money and your time^ by 
^editing other mens laboups: the lover cozens 
you with his. eyes ; the eloquent man» with 
his tongue ;. the valiant with his arms ; the 
mufician with his voice and fingers; the 
afirologer with his calculations; the apotheca* 
Tji with ftckaefs and headth ; the furgeon with 
blood; and the phyfician, with death itielf. 
In £ame fort or other they are all cheats ; but 
ihe catchpole» in the name of Juiiice, abufes 
you witli his whole man; he watches you 
with his eyes^ follows you w-kh his feet, feizos 
with hia hands, accufes. with his tongue, aad» 
in fine» put it iayour Litany, From catchpolea 
ais; well as devils, good Lord» deliver u$, . 

What is the reafon, cried I, that you have 
set coupled women with the thieves ; for they 
aie. botk of a trade ? Not ai word o£ vfOfXi£n^ 
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as^tt love me, repKed the dcTil ; foi* we ari- 
^ tir^d out with itush imp6n\m\tKS, fo^deaf^ 
#ned with the eternal clack of their tangtte^i 
t!hat we ftart at the very thought of theirtt 
atid to fpeak fiseerely, hell were no iU wtnter<> 
«iaarters, if it were not fo overftocked witfe 
that fort of cattle. Since the death of thfe 
witch of Endor, it has bcea all their bfifmefi 
to Improve thenafelves in fubtiity and malrce, 
and to fet us together by the ears^^mong oui^ 
ielves. Nay, fame of themt are fo bold as td 
tell us, that when we have done oar woHb, 
they gire us a Rowland for ouc Olive*. Only 
this com^t we have,, that they are a. cheaper 
plague to us than they are to you ; for we 
have no public walks, concerts, orplay-houfes^ 
in our territories, where they can go ai^iray.

tons, that they are enough to terrify the devil 
himfelf: for they are moft commonly old,. 
And accompany their lad groans with a curie. 
Upon the younger that are to forvive tfiem^i 
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I canjcd away one the other day of threefooro 

and •^eoythat I took juft in the nick, as (He wa^ 
upon a certain exercife to remove obHrodionsy 
and when I came to land her» alas 1 the poor 
woman I what a terrible fit had (he got o£ 
the rooth-ach ! when, upon fearch, the devi^ 
a tooth had (he left in her head ; only (he be-- 
Ued her chops, to iave her credit. 

I aip very weU fatisfied, faid 1, in all your 
anfwers ; but pray, once again, what ilore of 
^gg^rs have you in hell? poor people, I 
viean* Poor,, cried the devil, who are they ? 
Thofe, faid 1, that have no poiTeflions in the 
world. How can' that be, quoth he, that thofe 
fiiould be damned, that have nothioe in the 
world, when men are only damned for what 
they poiTefs ? To tell you the truth, I find 
none of their names in our books, which is n» 
wonder: fov he that has nothing;. to truft tOr 
^all be left by the devil htmfel^'' in time o€ 
need. Todeal plainly with you, where have 
you greater devils than your fiiitterers, falfe 
friends^ lewd company, and envious peribns^ 
than a fon,. a brother, or a relation, that lyes 
in wait (oc your life, to get your fortune ;. 
that mourns over you in your (ickneis, and al- 
l«ady wi(hes that the devil had you? Now^ 
the foor have nothing- of this-; they are nei- 
ther Battered nor envied ; nor befriended, nor 
mccompanied : there is no gaping for their 
pofTeOiions; and, in fhort, they are a fort of 
])ec^le. that live well, and die better;, andi 
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tbmc' wot fome of tfaem that waotd -ndt'iet- 
.chafige their rags for royally itfe^r tisey-eiiic: 
at Wbtrty to go and come when diej plealCr 
be it war or peace; free from cares^ caze&r 
and: public dudes* Thef fear no*' judgmeniv

Do not yoo miftake yourfcif, faid the devil,, 
to fnppole that your coit^erfion is my bafinefe ^ 
I fpeak thefe troths to aggravate your guiUv 
and that yon may net pread ivnorance an^ 
ijther day, when yoo (haU be calkd to anfw«r 
foe your tranigrelfionSk It is true, raoft of 
yon fbed tears at parting; btit ii; isdte appr«^ 
henfion of death, and not true repentance, 
that works upon yon ; for yoct are sdl a pacfe 
of hypocrites : or, if at any time^ you entertatit 
thofe refle^ons, your trouble is, that youif 
body will not be abfe te-aafwer your appetites ^ 
and then you pretend to pick a quarrel with' 
the iin that forfakes you. 
t Thou art an impoftor,^ replied the exorcift». 
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Ibrtbere are maoy righteous fouls that dbndw 
their forrow from another fouo^in. But L 
forccive yoa have a mind to »inufe U8» :and 
ifei&ke us lofe time, and, perchance, your <rMb 
hour is not yet come, to quit the body of this 
tmiferable creatare; however*.

HAVE made it a common remark, that 
mean fouls generally breed fad thoughts, and* 
in foUtude» they gather in troops to a^aolt 
the wretched, which is the trial wherein the 
coward does moft betray himlel£; and yet I 
cannot» notwithftanding my utmoft efforts« 
when Jr am alone, avoid thofe accidents and 
furprifea in myifelf, which I condemn in others* 
I have fome times, upon reading the grave and 
fevere Lucretius, been feized with a furprifuig 
damp ; whether from his ftriking counfeis up* 
on my padions, or fome tacit reflexion of ihame 
upon myfelf, I know not. However, to ren- 
der this confefCon of my weaknefs the more 
excufable, I will begin my difcourfe with 
ibmewhat out of that elegant and inimitable 
poet. 

*« Let us imagine," fays he, «* that a voice 
•< from Heaven Ihould thus fpeak to any of us:- 
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''*.What alls tliee» O mortal man 1 or to what 
** porpofe isic to fpeiid thy life in groans- and 
^'c^mplaint^^ under the £ear of death I Whej^ 
** are tky pa(i ycacs and pleafures ? Are thej 
**- not vanifbtd and lofi in the flux of time, as if 
^ thou hadi^ put water into a deve ? Bethink 
«* thyfelf thcnof a retceat, and ieave the worW 
." with tiie fame content and fatisfad^on, as 
** thou wouldll do a cable gcmeeHyfarniihed, 
i< and a merry com'pa&y* upien a fuU ftoouicsbi 
^* Wretched mortal that tliou art! thas to 
*' weary and torment thyielf, when thou 
•'' mayeft live peaceably and widi content." 
' Thi^ paflage brought into- nay mind thii 
irord>$ of Job, chap. 14. ;. and L was carried 
<xn from one meditation to anothery till Ift 
lefigrh I fdi faft aikep over my book ;. wbiek 
I a&ri&ed rather to. a ^vourable proyidenc«r, . 
than to my natural difpo^ion. So foon as 
my foul felt hcrfelf at. liberty, (he entertained 
me with the£oilowing comedy, my fancy fiip'' 
pl^^ftg- both the ftage and the adors. 
; fa the iirCt fcenc entered a troop of pbyfi* 
d^ms, trpon their mules, wkh deep houdng^; 
ttlarching' not very regularly,, fometimcs falH. 
ibmedmes ilow, andy to fay the truth, moll 
commonly in a groupe. They were all wrinkv^ 
led and withered about the eyes; 1 fnppof^ 
widi ca^ng fo many four looks upon the uri« 
nalss and eloie-ftools of their patients ; beardeit. 
like goats; and their faees fo overgrown with 
km^y tbnt, their l^j^ers couldr hardly find th^l 
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^iray^tof their mouths: iiirtbe kft hznd they 
heid tlie reins, and their glove, rolled upto^ 
{pether ; ami in the right, a cane, which, they 
carried, rather for fhow than corredion.* for 
they underAood no other way of managing 
their aDimals but by the heels; and all along 
head and body went together, like a baker up* 
on his pa^iniers. Several of them, I oblenrtedh 
had huge gold rings npoa their iugers^ fee 
with fiooes of £6 large a fiz^ that MTey could 
handly feel a patient's pulfe, wiki^6at«minding 
him of his monument. There were agreae 
many of them,, with feveral puny licentiates; 
at their heels,, that came out graduates, by con*^^ 
verting rather with the mules than the doAort^- 
Well i faid I to myfelf,. if there Feqnires 119 ' 
more than this to> make a phyfictan, it is. no 
wonder we pay fo dear for their experience* 

. Thefe were followed by a vad multitude of 
apothecaries lad^n with pedles and mortars^ 
iuppoiitones, fpatulas, glider-pipes, and fy« •■ 
ringes, all ready charged, and as mortal- as 
gun- (hot; together with fevesai boxes, fluitled^ 
'< Remedies without, but poifons withon." 
You may obferve, that when a patient comes 
to die, the apothecary's mortar rings the psf^ 
dug bell,, as the priefl's requiem tinilhes the 
buUnefs.. An apothecary's ihop is, in effe&i. 
no other than the phyfician's armoury, that 
lupplies him with weapons; and to fay the: 
truth, tlie inftruments of the apothecary and 
Ibfiibldier arc muck of a quality; .what ara 
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lisir boxes, hat pikes; their fyriDges^hUt'in* 
ftois; and their pills bat bullets? Yet after 
all,' confideriag.tJ^ir purgative oiedicmes,' we 
«nay properly ^ODOUgh call th^ir (hops Purga- 
tory ;• ax^ why not their perfox» Bell ; their 
patients the Damned; and their mafters, the 
D^viW? The& apothecaries were in jackets^ 
V^ougkt an over with recipes^ ftruck' through 
like wounded hearts, and in the form of the 
fird character of their prefcription ; which, as 
tlicytell Usifignifies, ** recipe, takethou;*' but 
we find' it; to ftand for, " rebipio, Itake:" next 
to this figure,: they write, " ana;" which is zs 
much as to fay, <* an afs» an afs ;*' and, lad: of 
^Uythe ounces and thefcruples; an incompa* 
raUe cordial to a dying man ; the former to 
di^a^ch the body, and «he latter to put the 
fouJL into the highway to ihe deviL To hear 
them call over all their iitnplefa, would make 
you.fwear they were raifing ib many devils; 
iuch as, OpQpanex, Buphtalmas, Aftaphylions, 
Aledorolophos, Ophiofcorodon, Anemofpho* 
mfiy and« great many more. 

Aad by all this formidable borabad, is meant 
nothing in the world but a few fimple roots, 
as^^as'rots, turnips, ikirrets, raddilhes, and the 
like. But tthey keep the proverb in remem* 
brance, •* He that knows thee will never buy 
** thee.;*' and, therefore, every thing muft be 
made a myftery, to hold their patients in igno- 
rance, and keep up the price of the market. 
And w«re not the very name;., of their medt- 

X 
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«ines filffirieiit tto fright away 'any 
it is to be feared. tii.< remedy ux)U:ld prove 
vcTrfe thaii the diieafe. . Can. amy pain in na- 
ture, thmk yon, have the confidence to loofe 
"die phydcitin tn the llice, that comes armed 
vith a drug made of man^ -rgreafe, thotfgh 
difgttifed under the name of mi»nm^» to take 
off the horror and dtfguftoftc} or/tq ftay 
&r a drefling with £^ Whaicum*8 n]aifter> 
tha4: fhali f<ptch up a man^sleg to theltfee of m 
miti-poiii ?* When l iaw'thefe people horded 
with phyGcians, I thought the old ^UttiOi pre* 
▼erb that fays^ ** Tbete is a great didanroi 
** between the pttlfc and the a-— «,** was wrong 
for making fuch a difference in their dignities^ 
for i find none at all; for the phyftciaa fkips; 
in a trice, from the pulfeto the ftool and uH« 
^al, according to tbe dodtdne of Gakn, who 
fends aU hi< difciples to thofe uniavoury ora^ 
cles; from trbofe hands the devil himfelf, if 
he were fick, would not receive fo much as a 
glider. Oh ! thefe corfed and iawlefs arbi* 
tracors and difpofers of lives ! that/ without 
either confcience or rdigton, divide our (bu.ls 
and bodies, by their datnned poifeiioos potions^ 
fcarrifications, incifions, erceiSve bleedings, ftCir 
which are but the federal ways of executing 
their tyranny and injctftice upon ns. 

After tbefe came the furgeons, laden with 
pincers, craae^blMs, catheters, difquamatorie«^ 
dilaters, fciCars, and faws ; and with them fo 
dreadful an outcry of cut, tear, open^ Aiw^ 
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Say /bum, that my bones were refldy to creep 
one into another, for fear of an operation. 

Then came a fct of people, whonoi, by their 
drefs, I (Koiild have taken for devils'in difguife, 
if I had not fpied their chains of rotten teeth, 
which p«t me in fome hope they might bo 
tooth- drawers, and {o they proved. This J$ 
one of the lewdeft trades in the world ; for 
they are good for nothing but to depopulate 
dnr moulds, and make us old before our time. 
Let a man but yawn, and you fhall have one 
of thefe rogues examining his grinders, and 
the^e b not a found tooth ta your head, but 
ile had rather fee it at his girdle, than in the 
place of 4ts nativity; nay, rather than fl^il, he 
mil pick a quarrel with your gums. But that 
twhich puts me out of all patience, is to fee ' 
thefe fcoundrels aik twice as much for draw- 
ing an old tooth, as would have bought me a 
sew one. 

1 now iaid to myfetf, we are now p^-the 
word, unlefs the devil himfelf come next : and 
In thatinflant, I heard the bruihing of guitars, 
and the rattling of x:ittems, raking over cer* 
tain allegros and farabands. Theie are a ken- 
nel of barbers, thought I, or I will be hanged; 
and any man, that had ever ieen a barber's 
&op, niight have told you as much without a 
itonjurer, both by the mu£c, and by the very 
Inftruments, which are as proper a part of a 
barber^s furniture, as his comb-cafes and wafh- 
balis. It was droll enough to fee them la*

thering of afles' heads» of z\\ forts and (Izd^ 
and their cullomers all the while winking and 
fputtering over their bafons. Prefently after 
%hQ£e, appeared a concert of loud and tedious 
talkers, that tired and deafened the cocnpany 
ivith their fhrill and conftant bahling. TheA^ 
•were of various kinds; foroe theycaUcd fwim* 
mersy from the mouon of their arms, in all 
their difcourfes, whidx.was juft as if they b^d 
been paddling. Others they call apes, or fni* 
OQics; thefe were perpetually making faces* 
SLTid a thoufand antic» foolifh geflures, in dc- 
riGon and imitauoa of others. In the third 
place, were fowers.of diffention, and thefe wert 
ftill rolling, their eyes like a Bartlemy puppe^, 
without fo much as moving the head, and 
leering over their (houlders, to furprife people 
at unawares in their fatniUarities, and priva« 
ci^f and gather matter for calumny and de«' 
traftion.

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ptofticdOi of aUr I mtan fbtctrcH^ wh^ 
ivere ckaly d«Tote4 to their own* pt^t. 1 
thoaght tluB had been thehift {oe^t becaufd 
no more cane iipon^e ftage for a con(kler- 
abie tiflEM; and indeed I wondered that they 
came fo late, bot oos of the bafolers told me 
imalkedy that this kind of feppent, carrying 
hi^ venooi in his tail,, it fVetned reaibnable> 
that beinffthemoft poifonous of the whole 
gaagi they ihould brine up the rear. 

l.t^n began to conuder what might be the 
meaning of this olio of people, of feveral con- 
diciMisand hnmonrs met together ; but I was 
pv«femly diverted from that confideration by 
tfaeappariticoi of a creatnre, which looked as 
if. is were of the feminine gender. It was a 
pvyiba 4»f 41 thm and Oender make, laden with 
crowns^ garlcCiids, fce|)Cres, fcythes, (heep-» 
hooks, patttns, hob-nailed (hoes, tiaras, ftraw* 
hais, nitres,- caps, embroideries, {k\ns, iilks, 
wool, gold, lead, diamonds, fhells^ pearl, and 
pnbbles^ fhewas dredbd up in all the colour^ 
Qf thtf nuabow; ifae had on« eye (hut; the o* 
tber oiNAi ( young on th«<nwi Me, and old on 
tht otkup. • I thouglst at firft^e had h&fn at 
aiigreat dtftsmce, when indeed fke was very nea)f 
me ; and when I took her to be at my cham- 
ber^door, ihe* was at my bed*s head. How to 
unt iddie. this ^myi^ery I knew not * nor was it 
poffiWe forna ^co niiderftand the meaning of 
a&r.eqHipag0''roe<ttfav»gan^i and fo fantatii- 
dUly puct^gMher. -It^ave ttVe-ao frijght, how^ 
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<9«r ; buCy on tbe contrary, I conldfiot forbear 
lau^hiug.; for it came jail into my mind, that 
I had formerly feen, in Italy, a faixe whero 
the mimic, pretending to come from the infer- 
nal reg.ions, was juft thus accoutred; and nevev 
was any thing more nonfenfically pieafant; I 
held as long as I could, and at laft,, I afksd 
-what (he was ? (he anfwered, i am Death.'^ 
Death I the very word made me tremble, i I 
befeech you» Madam, faid I» wkh great hus* 
mility and refpe^, whither is your honour 
going ? No farther y faid {he, for now I 
have found you, I am at my journey's end^ 
Alas! and mudl die then? faid L No> no» 
replied Deaths but I will take thee alire 
along with me : for £nce fo many of the dead 
have been to vifit the living, it is but equal* 
for once, that one of the living (hould return 
a vifit to the dead. Get up then, and come 
along, without relu^nce ; for what you will 
not do willingly, you (hall do in fpite of your 
t^th. This put me in a cold &t; but, with^. 
out more delay> up I ftarted, and defired leate 
to put on my breeches. No, ao> fatd (he, 
no matter for cloaths, no body wears therii 
upon this road : come away, naked as you are» 
and you will travel the better. So up I got, 
without faying any more> and followed her» 
in fuch a terror and amazement, that I was in 
an ill condition to take a GtTi& account of my 
paflage; yet I remember, upon the way, thai:

The botits you tatlc 
c^, arethedead, or, otherwffe, the mifefable 
nmainders of the ltving<$ but let me tel( 
ynu, :that you yourfdves niak» yxyxir ovrit 
ddaljk I and that wbsch you call de«th, is butf 
tbte^.periodi of yotir life, as the firft mntnent 
of your birth is the beginmng^ of your exHl* 
enoes and, adhially, you die Itting, and your 
boned are »o more thao. what Death has 
lelt, and committed to the grare. If this 
were rightly und^rftood erery man. would 
fiiid:a mtrnknio m^i^ or a Deiuh's head, ia 
his owni looking glafs; and confider every 
hoofe whh at family in it,' but as a fepuichre 
filled with dead bodies ^ a truth which yooi 
little dnpam of, thoU|^ within your daily 
rrew and experience. Can yott imagine a 
Death el^wl^e, and not in yoArfelves ? Be- 
lieve it, yoii are -greatly mfiftaken ; for yoa 
yotirfelves are fkeletons before you khow any- 
thing of the matt^r.^

And 
then, your ilanderers aad raedlen.kiM mere 
than yo«ir phylicians; thonch (togiye'the 
geQjtlenaen of the- faculty their due) they 'la- 
bour perpetually for the enlargement of oair 
empire: for you mnft underftsuEid,, that tho-' 
diftempered humours make a man dck, k is 
the phyiictaa kills him; and he expeifts to. be 
well p^td for it too; and it is fit thac every 
man ibould live by his trade. So thati when 
a man is aiked what fuch and fuch a one 
died of, he is not prefbntiy to make anfwer^ 
that he died of a lever, a pluerify, die 
plague, or the paky ; but that he died of the 
do6tor.

by keeping fuch company. And where is the 
liurt of all this ? Nay, on the contrary, my 
poor wife enjoyed herfelf happily under the 
protection of my fhadow, fo that not an officer 
dnrft come near her. Why ihould this buf- 
foon &£ a poecaHer, then, make me (lilX the ri-^ 
diculous entertainment of his interludes and 
farces^ and the'^fbol in. the play ? By your fa- 
Tour, cried I, we are not yet upon even terms ;. 
and before we part, you ihall know what it is* 
to ftir up the refentment of a poet. If thoa 
wcrt but now alive, I would write thee to- 
deaths as Archilocus did Lycambcs : and I aoDt 
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determined to put the hifiory of thy life in one 
o(the keeneft fatires I caawnt^a and. call i«« 
The Life and De^th of Don Diego Moreno. 
It (hall go hard» cried he, but I will prevenC 
that, and fo we fell bloodily to it again, tilJy 
'4t length, the very fancy of a fcuffle waked 
lae, and I found myfelf as weary as if I had 
be^n really engaged.

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^RSAMS, eipecially thofe of foirereigns? 
smd princes, are, by Homer, fatd te proceecJt 
from Jove, if rise matter of them be pious and 
knpartant : and it is likewife the judgment o£ 
Ihjc celebrated Propertkrs, that good dreams* 
coming- from above, have their -weight, and 
ongHt to be credited. And, truly, I agree 
A^ith' him ia^the cafe of a- dream I had lali 
sight. As I was reading a^ difcourfe coacern- 
ing the end' of the "world, I fell aflecp over th& 
book, and dreamed of the Lad Judgment: a< 
tjhing whieh, in the houfe of a poet, is fcarc© 
admitted, fo much as in a dream. This fancy 
brought intO' my mind' a^paiiagein Claudian^ 
That all creatures' dream at night of what tbcy 
Mave.'heard and feen in the day^ as the jiound^ 
dreams of hunting the hare. 

I thought I faw a very beautiful youth* 
Onrecin^ in the air, and'foandbg a truaa^et;; 
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T^ut die fordn^ of his breath did, indeed, ta^ 
much' from his beaoty. The very marbles, 1 
pc>dctived, and the dead, vfcre obedient to M9 
Hall ; for in the fame moment, the earth began 
to open, and fet the bones at liberty, to ieek 
their fellows. Th'j firft that appeared were 
fword^men ; as general erf' armies, captains,. 
}feUtenatits, and common-fo]dters;'who, fup^ 
pofiog that it had founded a charge, ijpro^ 
from their graves with fuch bridknefs- and re« 
ibiutton, as if they had been going to an af« 
likttlt, or a combat. The mifers peeped ott^, 
pale and tremblmg, for fear of being rc^eds.

as this poor fellow had put into his pies ; .fiur 
^e read of no rats and mice there ; io that he 
eifen gave up his caufe, and went awaj to let 
if his oven was hot. 

After him come the philosophers, widr their 
fyllogifms ; and it was^no ill entertainment to 
hear them chop logic^ and put all their 'expo^ 
ftulations in mood and figure. But the pheA* 
ihoteft people of ail were the poets, who infift*- 
ed upon it, that they were to be tried by Jn- 
piter : and to the charge of worfhipping hJ& 
gods, theii^anfwer was, that through them they 
wosifaipped the true one, and were mther mt^ 
tftken in the name than the worfhip. Virgil 
had'mv'di to fay for himfelf for his Siofiides 
Mufa\i but Orpheus interrupted him, who be- 
ing the father of th< poets, defired to be heard 
for them all. What he J cried one of the de- 
vils ; yes, for teaching that boys were better 
bedfellows than wenches; but th6 woaiefli 
would have combed his coxcomb^ if diey cocrid 
Inve eaagh«/hira;< Away wi^ him to heil 
once sigain, was then the general cry, and let 
him get out now if he can. So with him aM

As'AxMi as the poets were gone* there knocb* 
td-at the gate a richpeourious chuff; but it 
ifvas told hicn that the Ten CommaQdmenls 
kept i«^ and that he had not kept them, k if 
Ija^offibley iaid he, nnder favour, to proTerchat 
evti^t broke any of them.

It 
Is a man, cried the Spaiiiard, upon the honout 
of ' A cavalier, ax>d his name is i>on Pedro 
^hodomontodofo. He was Ui long teiliag^his 
aame and^iitles^ that one of the devils burll 
ettt U'lkughtn^ in the middle of his pedigree; 
and defnanded what he^ would be at ? Glory, 
mplied he; which they taking in the worft 
feafe, for pride, immediately difpatched him 
Mo «Li^cifer. He was a little fevere upon his 
^Uid^es^ ^-'difordedBg his> rauftachoes; hat 
they* helped him prefentiy to a pair of. beard^ 
jrons,'^nld<al)'Wa&weH agsiin. 

In the next pkce came a fellowW weeping 
and lamenting; But my matters, fays he, my 
caufe is never the worfe for my crying : for ^ 
I wottld ftand upon my merits', i could tell

Make way there» clear the pafikgeb 
This was for a flock of handfome, buxo^o^ 
courtefans, in their caps and feathers, that: 
came dancing, laughine^ and fing^og of balr 
lads and lampoons, ana as merry as any, body 
could be. They prefently changed their notc^ 
Jiowever; for as foon as they CTer-teheld the 
terrible looks of the devils,, they &U y^to viotr 
lent fits, beating their breafts, andl tearing 
their hair, with all the horror and fury isia* 
ginable. An angel pieadecMn their imom^ 
diat they had b^n great frequenters of our 
Lady's dispel : Yes, yes, cried a jdcTil,. left 
of- her chapel, and more of her virtuo, would 
'Redone well. There was a aatskbla«wbip<> 
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fter> among ^the Teft, fliac confeffcd the >de(V{t 
tedreuibnt and then- her trial came }<»i;» for 
making a cloak of the facr^tncnt; and -only 
marryuig, that (he might play the whore with 
pi*Ml)ege,* and- never want a -fether for her 
baftar£i. • It was her fortune alone to be con- 
dcamed ; -and gmng^ along. Well cried lhe» if 
't haid Imagined it would hare jcome to this-^ tl 
.ftotofd n^er have troubled myfclf with fa 
n^any nofaile^. 

^ 'At lafty after long watting, came Judas and 
ftfohomet'Upon the ftage, and to them Jack 
of- Leyden : up comes an officer^ and alked 
jUfh^Clr:^ «h< three wsa Judas f I am he, fatd 
Jatfk.of Leyden r Nay, but I am Judas» cried 
Mahom^^^ Tliey:arie a^oaple of lying rafl 
^Pf^yif Jttdatt himfelf, for I am the man» 
tmif the rogues make iife^ my name to fave 
aheir credit. It is true» I ibid my Maftcr once*, 
and the world has been ever fince the better {ca^ 
ftt botitheft villains fell him and themfelves too 
.^Etery^hoUr of the day ; a^d there follows no- 
dilng &n«^miftvy and confuHon. So they were 
all( three packed aws^to their difciples. 
'^ -The angel that kept the book, found that

to carry him away, and pay Uie. porter*. i .t -. 
As he difappeared, m^thought* the :C0i|rt 
rofe ; the thront vaniHied ; the fliadows aiM^ 
darkne&. withdrew; the air fweetened.; t|ie. 
earth was covered with flowers ; and the hea- 
vens were clear.

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X^ AtR. KY' orfe cold winter^s morning, wh«n 
it '^as biHfcer 8eiftg in a' warm bed with a good 
bedfellow, than wandering about the ftreets, 
as' I lay advifmg with my pillow, tumbling 
and toning a thoufand love-toys in my head, 
r pafied from one fancy to aoother, till at lafl 
i'ftlfafleep; and there appeared to me the 
genius pF Convfdion difplaying to me all the 
fdllies. and vanities of love, and fupporting 
her opinions with great authorities and rea- 
fons. I was tranfported, methought, I know, 
not how, itito a beautiful meadow, infinitely 
fnperior to the fiftions of half-witted poets, 
with all their far-fetched gilding enamel; a 
paper of verfes is worth nothing with them, 
unlefs they force nature for it, and rifle both 
the Indies. This delicious field was watered

In a word, (he 
was altogether charming ; and her name, as 
I und^rltpod) was Beauty. §he would let a 
man in to fee the houfe for a look ; and that 
wa& all I paid for my paiTage. In the fir (I court 
I found feveral of both fcxss, but fo altered in 
habit and counteBaace, that they could fcarce 
know one another. They were iad and pen- 
^fiv£, and their complexions tainted with a yel- 
low palenefs, which Ovid calls Cupid's livery* 
There was no talk of beins true to friends » 
k>jaltofirperi6r$, and dutiful to parents; but 
kindred did the office of procurers ; and pro- 
tforers were called"coufins. Wives loved their 
huiband's fhe- friends ; and Iflifbands did as 
much for them, in loving their gallants. 
- While I was contemplating thefe encoura- 
gers of afiFedion, there 'appeared arrange ex- 
travagant figure, but In the likenefs of a hu-: 
man creature. It was neither perfetftly muh 
nor perfediy woman, but had, indeed, a re- 
femblance of both. This perfon I perceived 
was very bufy up and down, going and com- 
ing ; befct all over with eyes and ears ; had 
one of the craftieft dillruftful loots I ever be- 
held ; and, as I obferved, no fmall authority

looked Upon as a little defperate : fofrie again 

ftood ftudy ftisaiihed with lor^kttm skodi 
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tUkets to be caft out at the window, or thrufi 
vndei* the door ; and thefe were looked upoa 
not oaly as fools but beafts. 

I hi^d feen as much already as I defired ; fof 
I had learned of old» that he that keeps fuch 
company^ feldom comes off without a fcriitch^ 
ed face ; but if he inifTes a millrefs^ he gets a 
ivife, aod ftauds condemned to a repentance^ 
v/ithout redemption, unlefs one of the two 
dies. Women, in this cafe, are worfe than pi-r 
rates, a galley-flave may compound for his 
freedom, but there is no thought of ranfom 
in cafe of matrimony. I had a good mind to 
have a little chat with fome of them, but» 
thought I» they will fancy I am in love with 
them : and fo I even marched off into the 
married quarter. 

Here there was fuch ranting, damning, and 
tearing, as if hell had been broke loofe. This 
proceeded from feveral women who had beeiv 
locked up and (hackled by thek hufbands, to 
Jceep them in obedience, and who had now 
broken their prifons, and their chains, and were 
grown ten times madder than before. Soms 
ii faw careOfing and coxing their hufbands in 
the very moment they defigned to betray them; 
others were picking their hufband's. pockets* 
to maintain now and then a bye blow. Soma 
again were upon a religious point, and all ia 
the humour of promoting pilgrimages and lee* 
tures; when, alas ! they had no other buQnefs 
yfiSh the altars and churches^ thaa a.&cri%9 
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tcf VcsQS* or a love-meeting« Mtttif thercf 
were that went to the Bath; bitt bathing was 
the leailipart of the errand; others toconfef-- 
Hon, that iDiftook their gallant foe their con-' 
fefTor. Some, to be revenged of jealous, huf^ 
hands, -were refolving to do the thing they^ 
feared, and pay them in their own coin; others - 
were for mal^tQg fore aforehaod^ by wayof ad« 
Tance; for cha^ revenge, they fay, is as fwcetr 
as mufcadine and eggs. One was melancholy 
for a delay; another for a defeat; and a third" 
preparing to make her market at a play. There* 
was one amongft tlie reft never out of her", 
^oach; and alking her the reafon^ ike told ni^, 
{he loved to be jolted^ In this crowd of wo-' 
men, yon mnft know, there were no wives of 
ambsdiadors, foldiers, or aierchantsi that were 
abroad upon commillion; foHuch were conft* 
dered, in effe<ft, as (ingle women, and not al« 
lowed as members of this commonwealth. 

The next quarter was that of the grave and- 
-wife; the right reverend widows; women, in' 
appearance, of furprifing feverity and referve, 
and yet every one of them with her weak fide-' 
and yon might read her folly and d'rftemper* 
through her difguife. One of thera I faw cry- 
ing with one eye for the lofs of' one liufband,. 
and leering, with the other upon him that was • 
to come next. Another, v/ith the Ephefian ma;- 
tron, was folacing herfelf with her gallant be- 
fbre her hufband was cold in the grave ; coo*'- 
Sderififf^ that he that died half an hour ago*;*. 
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wi^as dead as Harry the £ighth. There yrcm'* 
feveral pacing to and again, quite out of theisr 
xpourning, than looked as demarely as i£ but* . 
ter would not have melted in thek* mouths ^ 
$nd yet apoIlatQ widows, as I was told^ tho* 
kept a^ (Iridtly as if they had been in the In-: 
quifition. Some were laying wagers whole: 
monrningwas moA faOiionable, and bed made;: 
or whofe peak or vail became her bied , an<Sr 
letting thecnfelves off with, a thoufand trickSk 
of ornament and drefs. The widows, I ob*^ 
ibrved, that were marehmg o£ with the mark 
cut of their mouths, were hugely concerned 
to be thought young, and itill talking:. o£ 
mafques^ baUs, drums and treats; chanting^ 
and jigging to every tune they heard; and al^ 
upon the hoity-toity, like mad wenches o£ 
fifteen. The young^r^ on the other fide, madei 
life of their time, and took pleafure while *i& 
■was to. be had. There were two of the reli- 
gtous drain; a people much at their beads» and 
in private. Thefe were* there in the quaiitjr^ 
of Platonids, and under the penance of perpe*; 
tnal abflinence from the Heflv they loved bt&p, 
which is the moft mortifyingXent of all other./ 
Some that had fkill in perfpe^ve were beforer 
the glais with their boxes of paint about them;; 
fliadowing, drawing out, refrefhing^ and, im 
fbort, covering and palliating all the iniper«' 
fe<flions of feature and complejcion,. every one. 
Mfter her own fancy. Now thefe women werer. 
abfolutely infufferal^e;- for the^r were mQ& o^i 
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and headftrong, having got the bet^ 
;ir hufbands, fo that they would be 
m them to domineer here as they 
at home; andj indeed, they found 
rr of the college enough to do. - 
» '3f^&pr taking a proper view of this variety 
«>f.^U^ahd madnefs, I went to the devotees^ 
wH^e)^ found feveral women and girls that 
ha4|pjoiftcred themfelves up from the conver-^ 
fat^l^t)^ the world, and yet were as giddy as 
theil^eUows. Thefe, one would have thought^ 
might have been eafily remedied, but many of 
thein were in for their lives, in defpite of either 
<ounfel or phyfic. The room where they were 
Vt9S barricado'd with ilrong bars of iron ; and 
yet, when the fancy took them, they would 
make now and then a fally : for when the fit 
was upon them, they would own no fuperior 
but love, come what would of it in the event. 
The greater part of thefe good people were 
writing tickets and difpatches, which had dill 
the*iign of the crofs at the top, and Satan at . 
the bottom; concluding with this, or fome fuch .; 
poftftript ; I^ commend this paper to your dif- 
cretion. The fools of this province wer«i con* - 
tiimally |>rating; and, if it happened that any , 
one of them had talked herfelf weary, which 
very feldom happened, ihe would prefently 
take upon her very gravely to admonilh th« 
red, and i^ead a le^ure of (ilence to the com-| . 
pany There were fome th^t, for want of bet*_ , 
X&p entertaiamentj fell in lore with ofiue ano 
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ther ; Imt theft were looked wpoti as a fort of 
fops, and therefore the more favourably ufedt: 
but they would hare been of another mind, if 
tile J had known the cattfe of their diftemper. 

All tbefe various extravagancies proceeded 
from id lenefs,- which, accotding to PetrarcK's 
obfervatibn, never fails to make way for waiw 
tonnefs^ There was one among the reft thatr 
had more letters of exchange upon the credit 
c£ her infatiable defires, than a whole com«- 
pany of bankers^ Some of them were fick of 
their old vi(itor» and calkd for a frefli 
man; others, by intervak, I perceived had 
their wits abont them, and contented them« 
fcl vcs difcreetly with the phyfican of the houfe» 
In Ihort, it even pitied my heart to fee fa 
many poor people Co much diftreffed, and 
without any hope of relief, as I learned frooi' 
him that had them in care ; for they were 
ilill fidgetting and rolling their bodies; and, 
if they got a little eafe for the prefent, they^ 
would be down again, as foon as they bad- 
taken their medicine. 

Next I went to the frngld women, fnch as!- 
made profeffion never to marry, whieh were the 
leall outrageous and diAximpofed of all ; for 
they had numb'erlefs ways to lay the devil ar 
well as to raife him. Some of diem lived like 
common highwaymen, by robbing Peter to 
pay Paul ; and Gripping honeO: men to cloath 
fdicals ; which is, under favour, but a lewd 
kiiid df charity. Others there were^ that 
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Mrcre abfolutel7 out of their fenfes, and a$ 
'tnad as March- hares for this wit, and th9 
other poet, that failed to pay them again ii> 
rhimes and madrigals, with riiby lips, and 
pearly teeth ; fo that to read their veries, one 
would imagiae the whole women to be dire^jtly 
turned into (lone.

Is the forehead of my dear. ^ 

I faw one intreating a cunning old man -to 
tdl her her fortune; another dealing with a 
conjurer for a philtre or drink to make her 
beloved: a third was daulnng and patching 
Up an old ruined face to make it freih and 
young again; but fhe might have as well 
vraihed a black-a-moor white. In fine, num- 
bers there were that, with their borrowed hair, 
teeth, eyes, and eye-brows, looked like fine 
folks at a diflance; but would have been, left 
as ridiculous as ^fop*s crow, if'every bird had 
plucked off his own feather. Deliver me^ 
thought iyfmtling, and fhakingmy head, if this 
be woman. 

From thefe I went to the men's quarter, 
which was but next door, and only divided 
by a thick wall. Their great niifery was, 
that they were dead to good advice, obfti* 
nately hating and defpifing both phyfic and 
phyfician; for if they would have either 
cjuitted or changed, they might have beea 
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cfnreds but they chofe fachet* to die; asd 
though they faw their error, would not mend 
k$ which brought the following old riuoao 
into tnj head : 

Th« do^or*f ft'blockheady 
"When love's in the head. 

Thefe fools'in'^ were all in the fame cbn^^^ 
ber; an^ one might perfeftlj read their hu- 
mour and didcmper in their looks and gcf- 
tdres» Oh ! how many a gay lad did i fee 
there, in his poinc cravat, and embroidered 
Tell, that had not a whole Ihirt to his back ! 
flow many bullies that had nothing elfe iii 
their mouths, but the lives and fortunes they 
inrould fpend in their fweet ladies' fertice ! 
that would yet have run fWe miles on your 
errand, to have beea treated but to. a threes- 
penny ordinary ! How many a podr devi! 
that was juft Rarving, and was yet troubled 
With the rebellion of the fleCh I Some therd 
were that fpent much time in fitting their 
perukes, ordering the muitaches, and dreffin^ 
up the very face of Lucifer himfelf for ^ 
beauty *. the woman's privilege, and in truth 
ftn encroachment to their prejudice. There 
were others that made it their glory to pais 
for He^ors ; fons of Priam ; brothers of the. 
Blade; and talked of nothing but attacks^, 
eombats, reverfes, and floccadoes : not GOn(i« 
dsf ing that a naked wtiipcQ is prefcnt deatit 
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^0 % timorous woman. Some were taking the 
Toiinds of their ladies lodgings at midmght* 
and went to bed again as wife as thej rofe| 
others fell in love by contagion, and merely 
converfmg with the infe^ed. Some again 
went poft from church to chapd) every holy- 
day, to feek for a miftreis; and fo turned a 
day of reft into a day of labour. There mighc 
be feen others, ikipping continually from 
^oiife to houfe, like the knight upon a chefi^ 
board, without ever catching the queen they 
fought after. Some, like crafty beggars, made 
their cafe worfe than it was ; and others, tho^ 
it were never fo bad, durft not ib much as 
^ea their mouths. . Really I was forry foi? 
the poor mutes, and I wifhed with all my beans 
their miilrefies had been witches, that thtf 
might have known their meaning by theip 
iDumpiog; but they were loft to all counfel, ib 
that theire was no advilUig them. There was 
.another fpecies of elevated and conceited lo-* 
^«rs : thefe, it fisemft, were not to be fatisfied 
without the Seven liberal Sciences, and the 
Four Cardjnal Virtues, iu the ihape of a wo» 
•ipan ; but their cafe was defperate. The next 
I faw were a generation of moc'eft fools, that 
pad under the notion of people diffident o^ 
themfelves. They were generally men of good' 
tmder^nding, but, for the mod part, younget^ 
brothers of low fortunes, and fuch as for wane 
of money to go to the price of higher amoursr 
irere obliged to uke up with ordinary ftufi*^ 

I 
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that brought them nothing in the end bttf 
•' beggary and repentance* The hufbands, I 
^ perceived, were horribly furious, although in 
pianacles and (hackles. Some of them left 
their own wives, and fell upon their neigh* 
hours: others, to keep the good woman in 
awe and obedience, would bluiier*and play the 
tyrant ; but upon the upfhot found their mi* 
(lake ; for though they came on as fierce as 
lions, they went off as tame as iambs. Some 
were making friendfhips with their wife's ihe* 
coufms, and agreeing upolracrois-goilippiBgt 
whoever (hould have the iiril child. 

The widowers that had bit of the bridle, 
pafTed from place to place, where they ftayed 
more or lefs, according to their entertainment; 
and fo were in efFe^ as good as married for 
as long or as fhort as they themielves thought 
^ proper. Thefe lived fifigie, and fpent their 
..^'time jo vifiting, fird one friend, then another. 
Here "they fell in love, there they kindled a 
jcaloufy ; they themielves were jealous in ona 
place, and cured in another : but the miracle 
was, that they all knew, and confefled them- 
ielves a company of fools, and yet continued 
fo. Thofe«that4i|ad fkillinmufic» and could 
-either fuig or play, made ufe of their gifts, to 
put the fiUy wenches that were but halr^mopeH 
before, dire^ly out of their wits. They diaC 
vere poetical, were continually hammering 
Vpon the fubje<Sts of cruelty and difappoint- 
qxQDX» One tell^tiis good fortune to another.

Some were examining their 
Ijoekets; al^d vitiwing th^ir furniture ; which 
touftftcd m%ch in love-ktters delicately fealed 
u}^ %itk pei^ramed waft, upon raw filk; and 
tiambertefs pretty devices within, all ^ra]*»t up 
lb Hddle aftldayiAcr, togethfer with abttndance 
of hair-bracelets, loefccts, knots of ribband> 
and thi^ Kke* There were others that were 
called the hnlband's friends, who were ready 
tipon every occafion to do this ankJ that kind- 
iiefe for the hufband. Their purfe, credit^ 
eoaeh and horfes, were all at his fervicc • and, 
in the tfieatl time, whd but they to gallant the 
VrWe to the? fiark, the garden, a treat, or a co* 
tnedy ; and to beat* them -company-— Forty to 
xjne but they fttrmble upon an aiint> an old 
fiottfe-keepcr of- the family, or fome fiich re- 
vfcfend go-4>etween, that is a.wcM*wi(her to the 
ntrthematics ; ftie takes the hint, performs the 
good offico, and- thi work is done. 

Now there were two forts of fools for the 
widows; the otte Was beloved, and the other 
not : the latter were content to be a kind of vo* 
ktntary flflfVBS> for the comparing their ends ; 
but tht odier were the happier ; for they were 
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At perfed Kberty to do ^hat tlief thoi^glA 
proper^ unlefs fome friend or chx\d of the Jioufo 
perchance came iif, in the mifchtevous olcl^} 
afid thea, in caie of a little colour more than 
ordinarf, or a tumbled haodkerchief». tt 'Was 
but .turning t;he fceneg and ftrugglingfor a pa*? 
$er of verfes, or £:>me fuch bufmeis, to keep 
all in countenance. Sooae made their aHauitfi 
both with love aad money* and they£:ld€nB 
failed; for they came doubly armed*' aad 
your Spanifh pi(loles are an irr/eflftabte idad 
of battery. ,.#..1.4.^ 

I came now to reflet upon every thing I 
had beheld ; and, as I was walking in that me*^ 
diution toward another lodging, I found my- 
felf, before I was aware, ui the firfl court 
again "where I entered, and in it I obferved 
new wonders : I faw that the number of fools 
tncreaied every moment; althougfi Time, I 
perceived, did every thing in his power to re- 
cover them. There was JealQufy tormenting 
even thofe that were moft confident of the 
faith of what they loved. There was Memon 
xy rubbing off old fcores. There was Under* 
(landing locked up in a dark cellar : and Rea* 
fon with both her eyes out. I flopped a little« 
the better to obferve thefe varieties ; and when 
I had looked till I was tilled, I turned about 
and fpied a door, but fo narrow, that it wa» 
almoft impoflible to go through it; yea ftrait 
as it was, many there were that Ingratitude and 
Infidelity had fet at liberty ; and who made a 
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lU£ito get through. Upon this opportunit/ 
of /etumiaig; I made as much hafte ai poiTiU^ 
ii>hc one of the fird at the door, and in th^at 
ioftant my man drew my curtains, and informr 
cd tne breakfaft watted me. I waked, and re* 
coUeding my{elf» found it was nothing' but a 
4veam. The very £incy, however, of having 
fjpienc'fo much time in the company of fools 
and maduien, tvoubledme ^ little; but with 
thai comfort, that I had found PafConate Love 
ta be nothing but folly, as well when afleep as 
vrhsn waking. 
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JLiOW greatly are we deceived hi the qiiauttjr 
and value of the thiags we covet, fince it^ is- 
quite impoffible for any thing in this world.to 
fix our appetites and deilres* which are ^1 
wavering and changing like pilgrims, de« 
lighted with, and nourilhed by variety ! 
What we purfise with the greate(l delight and. 
paflion imaginable, yields us nothing but fa- 
tiety and repentance in the poiTeinon: yet, 
fuch is the power of thefe appetites of ours,, 
that when they call and command, we foUpw 
and obey \ thoueh we Snd in the end^ that 
what we took for a beauty in the purfuit, 
proves but a carcafe in ^he quarry, and we are 
iick of it as foon as we have it. Now the 
world that knows our palate and inclination, 
never fails to feed the humour, and to flatter 
and entertain us with every kind of change 
and novelty, as the rood certain xneaa& of 
gaining upon our affections. 
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*^Stfth ^fte^atis sis thefe, OQC wonM iaaaginea 
DHght have put fober thoughts and refolntions 
ima tsy liead» biitf k Was my fate to be taken 
off in the' very mktdte of my moral fpectila- 
tion;-aad catried away from myfelf by vanity 
and weaknefe, into the wide world, where £ 
was foon not mnch unfatisfied with my con- 
dition. .As I pafied from one place to another, 
feveral that £iw me, I obferved, did but make 
fport with me; for the farther I w^nt, the 
more -I was at a lofs ia a labyrinth of^delu- 
fion9. One while, I was in with the fword- 
men and bravoes; up to the ears in cliallenges 
and ^narrels, and never without my arm in a 
ibarf, or a broken head : another time I wa» 
li^er well but at fome celebrated tavern feaft- 
ing fumptuoufly. Befides twenty other enter- 
taint&ents that I found every jot as eiCrava- 
^;^nt as thefe; whfch, to my great' trouble 
tfnd admii'ation, ' left me not fo niuch as one 
moment's repofe.

Now tlicre^re/ be^ 
fides tbefe, certain general appl?eattons cajc^n 
up, which by ]«ng ufa^e are lUmoft grown^ 
into prefcripcion. E very ;Ji tile ■ whore- takes 
upon her to be a great ia^y; every gowRaifl& 
to be a ct^unfdlor; evecy^ully t^ht 3i foldter^ 
every ^y thing a cavalier ; every parilh^clevk 
a doGtor; and every writing derk in the offiee 
muft be cabled Mr Secretary,* So that the 
whole world, take it where you wilt, is' but a 
mere juggle; and you will find that wrathi 
gluttony, pride, avaricci luxury, murder, ai^ 
numheriers other heinous fins» have all of them - 
hypbcrify for their fource, and thither WiH 
they return again. It would be well, faid I, 
if you could prove what you fay ; but I can 
hardly fee how fo great a diverfity of waters 
fhould proceed from one and 'the faoof^fobii* 
tain. I am not furprifed, replied he, at your 
difiruil ; for you are mi^aken in^ very g6od 
(Company, to fancy contrariety in many things, 
wJiTch are, ih effect.* fo inuch alike, it is a* 
greed upon, both by phHofophers and ditine$» 
that all fins are evil; and you mUftalldw that

What do you think now of jthtt 
hypocrite that cuts your throat in his armsy 
im4 niurqbrs you under piretence of Idndnefs ? 
'VVhat is the. hope of an hypocrite? fays Jobi. 
U^^neither bas» nor can have any ; for he is 
Mri^ked as Jie is an. hypocrite ; -and even his beil 
anions are worth nothing, becaufr they ara 
not what they feem to be$ fo that of all fm-^ 
i^ei:shehas the moft to anfw«r for. Othev 
dSenders dnonJy againft God ; but the hypo- 
crite (ins with hi(n» «is well as againfl hitn, ma- 
king ufe of his holy name as acloak and -coun- 
teqance for his wickedaefs. For which reafon,- 
•(^r blefied Redeemer, after many a&rmative 
precepts delivered to his difciples, for their in- • 
fUm^on» gave only ^this negative, ** Be not fad ' 
^^'a9 the hypocrites^" whkh lays them open in * 
ftw.Mfprdsi and he might as well have faid, Be' 
npt, hypocrites, and ye fhall not be wicked. 

',We were now come to the place the old' 
ipan told me of;, where I found every thing '.

And happy th6 
ftiiiftbAdJ doKMlifs, \i\ a ifnfk Uhirthyof thU 
tiftdncftl *vd in 4b *ft\atiy tender fTientfa and 
i^elation^, to ttikc'part tvitf^'him irt his forfo-wsi 
My ^obd Falhef, let tneirit!«eat y6ti to obferv^ 
this doleful ^couttte^. With- that, ftiakinjg 
his head and fitiiUi^, My ftfA, faya he. thol 
flialt prefently ftC, vm M ihii fe ttdthfng ii 
the world but vanity, impofttrfe, ^iid con* 
ftraint; And I tfrifl (hew thee the diffeteWee be* 
tween things theirifelVcsj Aftd theit' A^pea^r^tl- 
ces. To fee this vaft mJftAbef of tbirehtijrf WiR 
the magnifitenee of ifhe ceremtmyind att^n^ 
dahee, 6ne would frtjagiue thert fhon^d be 
fome mighty ttiatt^t in the buHn^f^ : but W 
me afTur^ thee, that this parade tomes tb ltd 
#tfdre, than Mtlch ado ^boilit Nothing. The 
tvoman wafe nothing eSRe^ualiy, even while (IM 
Kv^d ; the body h6W 'm the eoffin is fome» 
%^hftt lefs than nothing; and the funerkl Yi<y» 
Aours whieh are tiow paid to her, come to j\j(ft 
nothing too. But the dead it feems mud havd 
their vaniiies, and their holidays, as well d^ 
Ihe livisg. Alas ! what is a catcofei bUC thd

moft odious fort of putrefk^on ? a corrupted 
«artli, fit neither for fruit nor tillage. And 
then for the melanclioly countenances of the ' 
tnoumcrs; they ai^e only troubled at the Invi- 
tation, and would not care a pin if the invi- 
ter and body too were both at the devil. All 
this you might fee by their "behaviour and 6K^ 
courfes ; for when they (hould have been pray- 
ings for the dead, they were prating of her pe- 
digree^ and' her laft will and teftlament. I acri 
not fo near a-kin, fays one,' biit I might have 
been fpared, and I had twently other things 
to <^o; another fliould havei rtnet connpany at 
a tavern; a third at a play;' a fourth mutters 
xhkt he is not placed -accordrng to- his quality * 
another cries out, A pox -on your meetings, 
Where there is nothing ftu-'riilg but worm'g 
meat. ' Let me relP you farther, that the wi- 
dower liimfelf is not fo^fbrry as you think for 
the dead wife; but for the devilifh expeiice in 
blacks and efcutcheons, tapers and mdurncrs; 
and that (he was not fairly laid' to reft- vMtbou-t 
-al{ this ado : for he perfuades himfelf, that (be 
might have found her way to her grave with* 
out a candle. And fince (he was to die, it is 
his opinion, that (he fhould have tiiade quicker 
work of it: for a good 'wife h Kke a good 
Chriflian, to put her confcience in drder be- 
times, and get her gone, without lingering iri 
the hands of dodors, apothecaries, and fur- 
geons, which muft murder her hufband too : 
or, to favc charges, fhe might have had the 
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iiiicr^t»>n to have died of t^ piagudV ^hi(^ 
would have prevented cbsapany. This is the 
fecond wife he has already tarned over; and 
to give the man his due, he has had the wit to 
fecure hinifelf a third, while this was lying on 
her death -bed. So that his cafe is no more 
than chaiiging a cold wife for a warm one» and 
he will foon recover this affliftion. ' ., ^^. 

The good man, methought, fpoke WQude^i; 
and being thoroughly convinced of the dang^ 
of trufting to appearances, I took up a. ref-

and lamentations. Madam, faid one, tears 
^ebut thrown away, and really the grief to 
fjiie^^pbur iadyfhip in diis condition has made me 
as loft to all thought of comfort as yourfekf. 
T;beieech you. Madam, chear up, cried ano- 
ther. With almoft as many iighs as words, 
ybur hufband is h^ippy that he is out of this 
iniferable world. He was a good man, and 
iibV he finds the fweets of it. Patience, dear 
iMadam, cried a third, it is the will of Heaven, 
^ntl there is no contending. Doft thou talk 
of patience, interrupted Qie, and no contend- 
itog ? Wretched creature that 1 am ! to out- 
Kte that dear man I Oh that dear huiband of 
mine ! Oh that I (hould ever live to fee this 
fizf ! And then (he fell to blubbering, fbb- 
tiffng, and raving far worfe than before. Alas I 
Ufts ! who will trouble himfelf with a poor 
widow now ; I have never a friend left to look 
after me ; what fliall become of me now ? 
'^ As foon as !he had done, there came in the 
thprus, with their nofe-inftruments ; there was 
Ibch blowing, fobbing, and^ Snivelling, that 
t^erewas no enduring the houfe; and all this 
76U cmft-knoW; &r/ed them to a double mir« 
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foCt ; that is to fay, for phyfick and complU 
nH^nt : for it pad for condolence, and purged 
their heads pf ill humours hoth at once. I 
could not avoid being forry for the poor "wi- 
dpw ; a creature forfaken of ail the world, 
anfd I told my guide as much, and that a cha* 
rity, as I thought, would be well beftowed up* 
on her. The Scriptures call them Mutes;' ac* 
carding to' the import of the Hebrew, inre* 
gard that they hmt no body to fpeak for th^m^ 
;^nd if at any time they take heart to ipeal^ 
for (hemfelyes, they had juft as well hold their 
tongues, for no body minds them. Is there 
any thing more frequently given in charge 
throughout the whole Bible, than to' proteft 
the fatherlefs, and defend the caufe of the ^U 
clpw ? as the highefl: and mo(l necedkry point 
of Chrililian charity, as having neither powei: 
iK>F right to defend thexnfelves. Does not Job, 
in the depth of his mifery and difgraces, make 
choice to clear h^mfelf toward the widow, ia 
bifjcxpoftiula.tioqs with the Almighty ? "• If I 
" have caufed the eyes of the widow to fail;" 
©F,.f* confumed the eyqs of the widow," after 
t^is Hebriew. So that it feems to pie, befide the 
^tner^l duty of charity, that weare alfobound, 
by the laws of honour and geaeroQty, to do 
all inouF power to help them : for the poor 
(ou.ls are forced to plead with their eyes, for 
want of either hands or tongues to aflift them, 
ipdei^d yoamuft pardon me, my good Father^ 

tiikih if I casiQQtiiLQld any lopf/^vS^pm boar^ 
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(ng a part in this mournful concert^ opdD JbkU 
'melancholy occadon. And is this, cried the 
x>ld man, the fruit of your boafted divi&ity ; 
to fink into weaknefs and tears, when you baive 
the greateft need of your refolution and j}ra« 
xlence ? Stop a little, and I will unfold this 
myftery ; though, let me tell you, it is o^ of 
the hardeft things in nature to Qaake any man 
as wife as he ihould be, who imagines bimfeJf 
Vi(e enough already. If this accident of the 
widow had not happened, we had had none of 
the fine things that have been ftarted upon it: 
for ft is occailon that awakens both our virtue 
and philofophy ; and it is not enough to koovr 
the mine where the treafure lies, ualeisa maa 
has the ikill of drawing it out, and making the 
beft of what he has in his poffeffion. What 
are you the better for all the advantages of 
Vrit and learning, unlefs you have the faculty 
of reducing what you know into apt abdpro^i 
per application ? 

- Be attentive, and I will (how you that tht$ 
widow, who looks as if fhe had nothing in 
her mouth but the fervice of the dead, and 
only hallelujahs in her foul; that this morti* 
fied piece of formality has ^reen thoughts 
under her black vail, and briflc imaginations 
about her in fpite of her calamity and misfor* 
tune. The chamber you fee is dark, and the ac« 
tendant*s faces are muffled up in funeral drefies. 
And what of all this, when the whole courie 
of their mourning is but a thorough cheat i

Madam, faith we muft 
be merry, cries one ; we are to live by the liTt> 
lag, and not by the de^d. I): becomes not a 
handfome young widow to lie whimpering a^ 
iiiay( your opportunity, and iofe fo many ext 
cellent matches : there is you know who, I dare 
fvsear, is very. much in.loye^ith you.: by my 
troth, I wifh you were in bed together,, and 
i would be. hanged if you did not find one 
warm bed-fellow Awofth twenty cold ' ones* 
Really, Madam, cries a fecond, (he gives you 
good (lounfeU and if I were in your place I 
would foUoHv it, and make ufe of my- dmev 
It is but one loft, and ten found. Pray tell 
me. Madam, if 1 may be fo bold, what is your 
opinion of that cavalier who was here ydfter* 
day ? Certainly he has a great deal of wit ; 
and me chinks he is a very genteel fmart 
gentleman. Well! if that man h<is not a 
itrange pa^on for fomebody, I will never be* 
lieve my eyes again ; and, in good faith, if all

I (hould have tqld you,: that you^ 

rtght widow eats and drinks more the firft day 

pf her widowhpQd than in any other of her 

vhoJ« life ; for there appears not a vt^tanc^ 

but prefeatly out comes the groaning cake^ 

cold baked meat, or feme reliorative morfei 

or other to comfort the afflidion; and tht 

c^Mrdial bottle muft Qot be forgotten neither^ 

foT' ibrrow is dry. S.o to it they- fall, andr ^% 

every bit thq new widow. fet<;hes up a heaviy 

fight pretends to chew falfe,and make protefr 

tation, that fc^r her part (he can taftenothiag; 

ihe has quite lo(l her digeftion, and has fuch 

an oppreOlon at her itomach, that (he dare^ ao( 

eat* any more, for fear of overcharging nature^ 

And in tr>uth, fays (be, how q^n it be ockerr 

wiie, dnc^, unliapt>y.creature that i am ! he is 

gone; that gave the relifh to all my enjoymentsi 

but there is no recalling him from the grave, 

and fo no remedy but patience. By this time^ 

you fee, cried the old man, whether your ^Xf* 

damations were reafonabie or not* . 
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She had hardly done fpeaking, when> hear- 
ing sin uproar in the croud, we looked out to 
fee what was the matter; and there we faw 
a eatchpole, without either hat or crevat, 
cut of breathy and his face all bloody, cry* 
in^ ottt/Help, help, in the king's nan^ ; ftop 
thief, ftop thief; and all the while running 
as hard as he could drive after a thief that 
made away from him, as if the devil had beea 
at his heels. After hitn came an attorney^ 
all dirty, a vaft quantity of papers in his hand« 
an inkhom, at his girdle, and feveral nafty 
people about him ; and down he fat himfelf 
tuft before us, to write fomewhat upon hb 
Icnee. Blefs me, thought I, how a caufe 
profpers in the hand of one of thofe fellows ; 
for he had filled his paper in a trice. Thefe 
catchpoles, faid I, bad need to be well paid 
for the hazards they run to- fcfcure us in our 
lives and fortimes ; and indeed they deferve 
it. Look how the poor unfortunate wretch 
is torn, bruifed, and battered, and all this for 
the good and benefit of the public. Not fb 
fsifkt cried the old man ; I think thou wouldd 
never leave talking, if I did not ftop thy 
mouth fometimes. You muft know that he 
that made the efcape, and the catchpole, are a

Now the catchpole with the thief, for not gi 
i^ng him a {hare in the laft booty, and the 
thivf, after a great ftruggle, and a good many 
blows^ has made a ihift to fave himfelf.

He had a 
deep laced ruff on, that was right St>ani{b9' 
which he wore ere£b, and fo ftiff flarehed, that' 
a man would h^ve thought he had carried his 
head in a paper lattthom. He was a great ftu- 
dier of fet faces, and much affected with lodk* 
lag polidc and big } butfor bis Sinas aod body 
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beuliad entirely loft or forgotten the nfe -of 
tlietn: he could neither bow nor move his 
hat to any man that faluted him ; nor fo much 
as turn from one Gde to the other, but fat as 
if. he had been boxed up like a Bartholomew 
baby. After this magnificent ftatue follow* 
'ed a fwarm of gaudy, footmen, while his 
lordlhip's company in the coach were a buf* 
fpQii ,and aparadte.

fand times more at eafe than he ; with beatiag 
of his brains night and day for new^ ihtfts| 
tricks, and projeSs, to Aapport his cl|Dra^c« * 
Now view his companions, his. fool and.^bk 
flatterer. They are too hard for him you feel 
and eat, drink, and make merry at his expence; 
What greater mifery or (hame in the worldj 
than for a man to make a friend (hi p With fbdl 
rafcals, and to fpend his time and eftate biib 
brutal and infipid a fociety i it cofls himmoi'e| 
befidbs'his credit, to maintain that couple of 
coxcombs, than would have bought him thft 
converfation o£ a dozen grave and learned 
philofophers. But will you now fee the bot^ 
torn of thisfcandalaus and diflionourable kind«* 
nefs; my Lord, fays the buflPoon, you werd 
moft infallibly wrapt up in your mother'3 
fmock; for let me be hanged if you hav£ ndt 
iet all the ladies about our court agog* The 
very truth is, cries the parafite, ail the ceft 
of the nobility look like corn-cmtcrs to you; 
and indeed, wherever you come, you ihavd 
dill the eyes of the whole company upon yotu 
Go, go, gentlemen, fays my lord, you muft 
not natter your friends. This is yourkiad^ 
nefs, not my defert, and I have an obligatioit 
to you for your generolity, After this maa^ 
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ttfcr, theie afies fcrub and curry one another, 
und p!ay the fool by turns. 

•Juft as the old man was fpeaking, there 
paffed'by us a lady of pieafure, of fo excellent 
a-ihape and garb, that it was impoflSble to fee 
her without a paffioa for her, and no lefs im- 
poffibJe to look upon any thing elfe as long as 
ihe was tfi fight : but they that had feen her 
tmte, were to ice her no more; for fhe turned 
h&* face ftill to new comers.

Do not 
yfyftknow that) in the courfe of nature, to die 
ifi'to he born; to live is to traveh; and tb« 
iHXtM is but a great inn, after which it is but 
lOit ftage either to pain or glory ? Thus fay» 
ki^v he tnarehed forward, and bade me adieu % 
teUing me withal, that it was time loft to linger 
in the way of virtue, and not fafe to entertaii^ 
iuch* dialogues as tend rather to curiofity thaa 
kiAruition. He purfued his journey, ftumb^

Park. This minded me of an old iayingt 
Tell me thy company, and I will tell thee th^ 
sianners ?<and to {avethe credit of my educa- 
, Kion, I putmyleif into the fa(bion» and jogged 
on. There in an iaftant I found mjfelf np to 
jthc cstrs in balls* plays^ maiquerades^ co|]a« 
iion$» dalliances, amours, and as full of joy as 
fliy heart'COttid containi- 
. It was not here, as upon the other road» 
«vhere folks were barefoot and naked, for want 
pi (hoemakerfi and tailors ; for here wer^ 
enough, and to fpare; befides tnercera^.dru* 
pers, jewellers, bodice*makers, peruke-makers^ 
milliners, and a French ordinary at everj 
other door. You cannot imagine the pleafur^ 
J took in my new acquaintance ; and yet there 
was now and then fome jnfiJing and diforder 
l»pon the way; chiefly between ;the phyfician^ 
upon their mules, and the infantry of the law- 
yers, that marched in great bodies before the 
judges, and coatelkd for place.

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|>i1: together one over another; bot'findiDfg 
they were: out of their eleipent^ they got 
up again as fail as they could. Thofe that 
Avere in the right*hand wiy, which wa? thi 
way to Paradife or Virtue, advanced very 
heavily, and made us excellent, fpont. Pr'ythec 
Jock what a Friday-face that fellow make% 
cries one;h^g him, prick-eared cur»fayf aQ» 
t)tlier ; dam'rae, cries a *third» if the rogue be 
jiot drunk with holy wafter ; if Hhe devil had 
raked hell, he could not have found futh H 
pack of ill -looked rafcals, fays another. Some 
of them flopped their ears, and went on wiilv 
cut -minding us ; others '^e put out of coun^

ihird foRt.xame out of pure love to oiir eOtikr 
|iany. - .... , \ 

After Mrs,. I faw a great many people nj&r 
off in' a. bye path, with as much contrition and 
devotion in their looks and geftures as ever I 
Jud feen.in.men: they walked fhaking their 
heads, and lifting up their hands to Heaven* 
and they had mod of them, large ears, and to 
xny thinking Geiieva Bibles. Thefe, tbdoghc ^ 
I, are a people of lingular integrity and ftrjdh 
uefs of life above the,ir fellows; 'buteoratfkg 
nearer, we found them to be hypocrites ; and 
.though they had none of our company upeaa 
the road, they would not fail to meet us at 
our journey's end. - Fitting, repemantfe, prayeii, 
inortification ; and other; holy duties, which ^9tt

ondoabtedly fome women's ktiTes are xirorft 
than that of Jttdas ; for though his kr(k iras 
treacherocift in the intention, it was yet right

truth, an they are really what tlicy fay, tho*. 
tbey/wpuld not be thought fo. 
J Xbeft went a- part, and were looked upoa 
to bQ either fiih, nor fleih, nor good red*her^ 
rin^. They wore the name of Chriiiians ; but 
h^ neither. th4 wit nor. the hoaedy of Fa-: 
gfU^s,^ for they contented themfelv^s 'with. 
ihs pieafurcs qf this life, becajife they knew 
QO better ; but the hypocrite that is inftrudted 
both in life teeoporal and eternal* lives with- 
out any comfort in the one, or hope in tlie 
Qtber, and takes more pains to be damned,: 
^aii a good CbrifUan do^s |o eompais his fal- 
v^tioa. In (hcrrt, we went on our way indif- 
<;ourfe. The rich followed their wealth, and 
the poor the rich, bisgging what Frovideoco 
had denied tbeoi. The liubborn and obfti-- 
Q^te went away by themfelvcs ; for they would* 
he^r po body tha;t was wifer than themieWes^ 
but ruikd on, and pi?e0ed ftill to be foremoft*. 
'jThe qoagiftrates drew after them all Uie folici-» 
tors and atcorni^s. Corrupt judges were car^ 
tied awMy by pafilon ^nd avarice; and vain and 
ambitious px}ince$ trailed- along by principa-'. 
Itties and commonwealths. There was a 
valt multitude of priefts upoa thb rosid 
too ; 9nd 1 ihw one full regim^at of foldtecsh 
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tfaere» vhich vrould ha^e beea brave f(?Uo^* 
indeed, if they had been but half fo goodac 
praying and fighting as they were at fwear- 
ihg.

Caligula, I>omitian, Ffeliogabalus, and fbteral 
other brave fellows, that had made therofelves 
famous by u^rpation and blood ^ The place 
was a little too hot for me, therefore I rea- 
red, meditating on what I had heard, and not 
a little fati^fied with the difcourfe of fo leam4 
ed af devil. Til! that time, I imagined the de- 
iril was a notbrrpos liar, but I nnd now that 
he can fpeak the truth when he thinks proper^ 
and I would not for all I am worth but havt 
heard him preaehr. 

When I was* thus far, my curiofity carried 
fne ftill farther ; and, within twenty yards»- 1 
came to a large muddy (linking lake, near 
twice as big as that of Geneva, and heard mk 
fo Grange a noife, that 1 was almoft out of my 
wits to know what it was.

4h her back : and though flie might recover 
youth again by confefling her age, yet Ihe al- 
ways denies it, .

your woods and your boufes decay, and yet yie 
hope, th^t y^ouT bodies ihould be in)inort^« 
What are the commcoi accidents aad dife^c^ 
of life, but fo many w^nings to provide youc- 
felf for a repioye? Y^c }iave death at your 
table in your daily food and nourifhment; for 
ycjur life is maintained by the death of otb^ ' 
creatures; and you have the lively pi^ure <^ 
it- every pight for your bedfellow. With 
what face then can you, charge your misfor- 
tune upon fudden death,, who have ipent your 
whole life, both at bed and board, among fp 
many remembrances of your mortality ? No, 
no; change your (llle, and, hereafter confefs 
yourfelves to have been carelefs and iacredu- 
lous. Ye die, thinking you are not to die ye^ 
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^liA ibrgettnig that death gro'^rs up^m y&Ov 
and goes along with ye, from one end' of your 
life to fhe other, without diftingaiOiitig of per** 
Ibtts or ages^'fex or quality, and whether it 
finds you well or iil-doing ; as the tt^& fulls;

Rufpicellay Aviceii, and their fellows, it i^ 
tntc ; they have wmtenetftellent things ^oE 
the tranfmutatlon of metais, but dldrthey evetf 
raalce gold;? or, if they did^ we" have ioftithiife^ 
cret. Whereas, your apothecaries, but of a linltf 
Jfuddte** water, a bundle of ratten ftrckspa'!iox 
of flies, aayv out of toads, vipers, andafir-i' 
reverence itfelf, (hall fetch ye gold ready mmt^i' 
ed, and fit for the market; which is more 
than all your philosophical projedors ever 
pretended to. There* is no herb ^ poifonouSf*

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&or any' ftone (b dry, not even the pnmkc \U 
it\f, but they will extrad fiker from itr aad 
then, for words, ic is impoffible to make up any 
v/ord oat of the four-and- twenty letters, btic 
they wt)l {hew ye a drug or a plant of tkn 
name; and turn the alphabet into as good 
itootiey as any in yotir pocket. Aflt them, ibc 
«ti eye-tooth of a^ying toad, they vUl tdl.ysi 
Yes, ye may have it in powder ; or, if you had 
rather have the infufion of a tench of t^ 
mountains, in a little eel's milk> it is all one ti 
diem, if there be but any money ftirringi 
you ihall have what you will, though there 
be no fuch thing ta nature. So that it Jotiks 
as If all the plants and ftones in the creation 
had their feveral powers and virtues given 
them only for the apothecaries fakes; and, as 
if words themfelves had been only made for 
their advantage. Ye call them apothecaries^ 
but, inftead of that, I pr'ythee, cail them arj> 
monrers, and their (hops arfenals. Are not 
their medicines as certain death as f words, 
daggei^, or muikets; wbile then* patients ai^ 
purged and blooded into the other -workU 
without any regard either to di temper, mea» 
ftire, or feafbn ^ 

If you will now behold the moft div^ing 
iight you have feen yet^ walk but up thefe'tvin» 
Iteps, and you (hall fee a jury, or cODi|>t^«cfyv 
of barber -furgeons, fitting upon life and 
death. You muft think tiiat any amufemeni 
there, was welcome: fo I went up, and found 
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iti laimftowa^ a very pleafaot fpcAacle. TMe 
l>arbers ^wtrc moi^ of tbetn chained by the 
midiUe, their hands at liberty, aod every oo« 
of them had a eiitern 2d>out h» neck, and 
upon his knees a diefs- board ; aad ft ill as he 
reached to have a touch at the ciu<ern», the 
iivftraaient vaniflied; as ai(b did th£ cheis- 
board, when- he thought t» have a gaca^ aj: 
^Ipaughts. This was dii^ed^lyr tanlali^ii^g tbf 
fv^or rogues; for a cittern is. as aatfinU to, a 
barber as milk to a ca]f. Some^of thecn werie 
waChing ades* brains and potting them i» a- 
giun ; and fcouring negroes t^ snake thent 
white. 

i < When I had boghed my fill at thefe fooh> 
ries, my next difcovery was, of a vaft multi-* 
tadeofpeople» grumbling and muttering that 
there was no body to look after them ; no, noc 
{6 much as to torment them ; as if their tales 
were not as well worth the toadmg as thei^ 
ft^ghbours. Anfwer was n>ade» I'hat, being 
St kind of. devils themfelves, they might put in 
for fome fort of authority in the place, and 
execute the oSa<:i^ of tormentors. This made 
me aft what tliey were ? and a devil very re^ 
fpedifully told me, that they were a company 
pf ungracious, left-handed wretches, that cou Id 
do nothing aright* and their grievance was» 
that tkey were quartered by themfelves: bu( 
not knowing whether they were men or noi cr 
indeed what elfe to make of them, we did not 
i»ow bo^. to match theqi^ jor ia what com panor 
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«o put them. In the world tl^j ure fdof ^ 
4ipon as iU omens; aad kt^ any man meet ofie 
«f them u|>oii a journey in a morafog^faftlng^ 
4t U the (kmc thing as if a hare had crofled Im 
way ; for he preiemiy ttiras bis head in difboli- 
-tenc, and goes to bed agsun. You know th^ 
Sc«vt)la« when he found his mtftake in |nlKn|^ 
taocher for Poi^fenna, the fecretary for die 
l^rince, bcimtht$ right hand in revenge fdf tHe 
«nfftarH«ge. Now the feverlty of the vexi- 
^aoee was not fo much the >niaimmg or th\& 
crippling 'of himfelf, a» the condemning 'hitn« 
4elf to be for ever left-handed. And fo it jU 
with a malefaftor that fuffers jufticej* the. 
Ihame and punilhmenc does not lie fo much ih 
the lofs of hisrigiit-hand, as that the other is 
left. ' And it was the curfe of aa old. bawd». 
to a fellow who had provoked her, that h% 
inighT go to the devil by the ftroke of a lefti- 
'Iianded man. If the poets fpeak truth, as ft 
.were a wonder if tUcy fhould not, the leftfe 
'the unlucky fide, and there never Came any 
^good from it. And, for my Jaft argument 
lugainft thefe creatures, the goats and repro- 
liates fVand upon: the left-hand; and teft-hathf- 
'ed men are, in (liort, a fort of * creattire that ik 
riiade to do milehicf; nay, whether 1 (hbillA 
^aU them men or^no, I knowoot. 
• Hereupon a devil made a fign to me t6 con^^ 
"f&kly to him, which I did, wtthoot fpeaking k

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immcftxaX a^icoent* At that wopd» torAixi^ te* 
wards mc with a hellifh yell. Mortal, iai4 hc^ 
karn, and be alTured from ipe, that all thoft 
th^t either b«ry or mtfemploy their talents 
carrj a hell within themfelvesyand are daamr 
ed even aboye grouo^d* Upon thisi left hiin^ 
▼ery penfive. Well, thought I» w&at a weigl^ 
of (in lies upon this creature's foafcieii^ce-t 
Whereupon the devil obferriii^ me m a pauie^ 
told me in my ear, . that thi« lellow had beea 
an Atheift, and believed neither God nor deviL 
Preferve me tlien, farid I» from that uafiin^ 
fied wifdom, which ferves us only £pr our faiPr 
ther condemnation* 

I had hardly gone a (lep or two afide whql 
I faw a multitude of people ru^Aing- afteir 
burning chariots, with a great many fouls im 
them, and the deyils tearing them with pincers; 
and before them sdarefaed ceKtai^. officcrsr mar 
king proclamation of their fentence ; whick 
with much ado 1 got near eaough to hear, and 
It was to this efFe^ : Divine Juftiee hath .A{^ 
pointed this punifkment to the fcandalous. Sit

I afked how they came by that priv^legt: f A 
devil told me there was no need of ihacklin^ 
th'eVtIy or fo much as (hutting them up ; for 
there was no fear of their making their efcape,. 
as they took fo mach pains in the w€>r]d» and 
'made it their whole bufinefs to come hither.. 
Only, fays he, if we^ can prevent them frofa 
throwing water in the fire, as they do in their 
Mvme^ we are well enough. But, if you would 
(ee fomcwhat worth while, leave thefe fel)ow« 
and follow me ; and I will ihcw you Judas.

Judas was in the mid (I; q£ a vaft eroud^^ 
,Bioney*mdngers and pur/e-bearers, that were

p!ay^, and the tricks they had put «pon-th4eir 
mailers, after his example. Coming Qp.:ti^ 
them^ I perctived that their puniihmen^ tva^ 
.>ike that of Titius, who had a v-uiture codtv*^ 
nualiy gna^wing upon his liver; for there wetst^ 
^multitude of ravenous birds conflantly gnaw- 
ing them^ aod tearing off their fle(h, which' 
.grew again -as f^i^ ns they devoured itt % 
tiieyi!^ hx the mean lime^ crying o\H, and the 
damned HIHng the whole place with cIamou^ 
and horror; Judas, with his pnrfr, and- his- 
pot by ht^ fide, bearing large part in the ouIh'> 
cry and ' torment. I had a h«ge mfttd» Mt^' 
thought, to have a word or two with Juda^ * 
and fo I went to him wi4!h this greeting.: Tfaott' 
perfidious; impudent, kn pious traitor, iaid l» • 
to fell thy Lord and Mafter at fo bafe a priee, 
Kke aa avaricious vtllaio* If mex^, faid he»' 
were not ungrateful they would rather ptt^r, 
cr commend me, for aa adtion fo much tia 
their advantage, and done to order to their . 
leden^tion, The^mifer j i& nusie* that ^ t» 
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kajPie DO part liiyretf in th^ beAeHt I have pro* 
cored to others* Some heretics there are, i 
muft own to my comfort, that efteeai me for 
ft. B^l do you take me for the only Judas? 
Noy po; there have been feveral jince the 
^ath of my.Mai^r: and there are^ at this 
day, more wicked and ungrateful tea tboufand 
^90^ than i&yf»>fy that buy t^ Lord of life, 
^.well as feit him ; fcourging and crucifying 
%han daily with more fpite and igBORliny thax» 
the Jews. The truth is; 1 had ftn itch to be 
igligering'' of money, and barteriHg, from my 
t^ry entrance into the apoftleihip. I began* 
yoc^kfi0w, with the pot of ointment, which I 
>y<H))d fain have fold, under pretefice of a^re* 
lief U> the poor : and I went on to the felling 
HDy Mafter; wherein I did the world a greater 
good than I intended, to tny own irreparable' 
naln.1 My repentance now is to no purpofe, 
Ifii word, I am the only fi^ewnrd that is con<*' 
diiftmed for felling ; all the reft are damned 
foT'bqyteg : aad I maft intneat yea to hate a. 
letter opkiioa of me: for if you took but a* 
Htdt lower here, you will And people fsiv- 
urorfetthaomyielf. Withdraw then, faid I, 
f^ i hare difitoarfed eobugh with Judas,

Now for a Juf- 
ly pot of guineas, or a lucky hand at dice, if 
it be thy pieafure, and then J would not doubt 
of good matches for my children^ Lord make 
me his majefty's favourite, and thy fervant, 
thsLt I may get what is convenient, ^nd keep 
what I have gotten* Grant me this, and Ido 
liereby engage myfelf to entertain iiz bluei 
coats, and bind them out to good trades, to 
&t up a le&nre for every day of the week ; to 
give one third part of my clear gains to cha< 
ritable ufes, and another towards the repair-' 
htig, churches,, befldes paying all honeft debts 
ib far a» may (land with my private conveni- 
eoee."

I! went to the witches and wi* 
z;ards» fuch as pretend to cure man and beafb 
hj charms^ words*, amukts^ . charaders ; and 
^fe were all burning alive. Thcfe, fays a 
devil» are aqompany of deceitful rogues, the 
il^oft atccuried viiiwns. in akaturie. . If they help 
oae qaan^ they kiil another, and only remove 
the^;difea6ifrQlaa imtffe to a better ; and yet; 
there is no- clamonr againft tliem neither, for 
if the .patient. recovcip ha is v.ery.well fatisfied,^ 
and the dodor seta bodi reputsittou and re* 
ward for his-.psm^: if he dt^« his mouth is; 
^pped, knd.&>rty tx> one-bnt the next heir 
does him. a good turn for thedifpatch. Sa 
that, hit.or'mifs^ all ic well at lafl;. If you en« 
ter into a debate witb them about their reme« 
dies, th^y will toll you, they learnt the myfte* 
ry of a certain Jew, and there is the original- 
of the, fecret. Now to hear thefe quacks give 
you the hiftory of their cures, is beyond all the 
[days and farces in the univecie. You fhall 
litltre a fellow uU, ;oa of fifteen pe^^e' wha 
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were rah dtm through thebodf; iand« Ibr 
tjiree days, carried their puddings in their 
bands, but in four- and- twenty hours hcjcnade 
them quite whole again, and sot fo much as 
a fear was left for a remembrance of the ori'- 
fice.

Thejvhad abois^ 
them their furnaces, crucibles, coals,i bellawi^- 
clay, minerals, dung, man's bloody powdcrv 
and aiimbecks. Some were calcining,, lothecs* 
wafhing; here purifying, there feparatipg ;£)!•. 
ing what was volatile, in one place; andrari^: 
fying what was fixed, in another.: fomerwete 
upon the work of tranfmutation,.aiul fixing^ 
Mercury, with monfirous hiammej^, upon 9m 
anvil; andj after they had refQlved.Cbe vifcoiui 
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m^tpT: and fent out the fabtkr parts; tintU 
tbiU they ifame to the coppel, al! v^ent awaf 
taiiime. Some again were in hot difpute whaf 
fuel wasbeft; and whether Raymund Luirius's 
fire, and no fire, conld be any thing elfe thaoi 
Koott; or otherwi£e to be underftood of the 
Ufthty efief^i^e of heat, and not of the e£Feftiv6 
li^bijofrfire: others were making their en- 
Wic»t» UfMdu^he great work, after the fierme^ 
tical method. Here they were watching the 
progrefs- of their operations, and making their 
•obfervations upon proportions and col out*, 
vchtie all the reO: of thefe blind oracles lay wait- 
ing for the recovery of the materia primal till 
^hfiy brought themfelvies to the laft caft both 
ofthpr lives and fortunes; and, inftead of turn- 
ing bafe metals and materials into gold, as 
l^ey pretended, made the contrary inverfion, 
Aad were glad at length to take up with beg- 
g^arly fools and falfe coiners. What a ftir was 
there, with crying out. Look you, look you I 
t]iex>ld father is got up again; down with him, 
■dowA with him! What globing and com- 
menting upon the old chymical text, that fays, 
l^lti^ti^ be Heaven, that has ordered the naoft 
eitcellent thing in nature out of the vilefl. If 
fo, I cried one, let us try if we can bring the 
philo(bpher*s flone out of a common (Irumpet; 
which is, without doubt, of all creatures the 
vikft. Atid the word was no fooner out, but 
Sibout two dozen whores went to pot ; but the 
&fh was fo curfedly mawkilh and rotten^ thjatt 
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they ibon gave over the 'thought of that pp9^ 
jedioD, Then they entered opon a frefli oon^ 
fultatioa, and unammouiiij concluded^ thatche 
n)athematicians, by that rule* were the onJy 
£t matter to work upon; as beings the moft 
•damnably dry, to fay liotfaiag of their, div*- 
iions among axid againft themfelves ; fo. that, 
vrith one voice, tbey called for a*parcel of ms- 
thematicians to the fumaee^ to begia the es- 
f)eriment : btit a devil came juft in the nick, aiid 
thus ^ddref&dthem; Gentieinenphilofophcri, 
if you would know the ixiofl >^Tetched aad 
moft conteint^tible th^ng in the wprld^it is an 
alchymid ; and we are of -opiaion, that yon 
will make as good philofopher's ftones-as ibfi 
cnathemadcians: however, for curiofky's fake. 
We will try for once; and fo he threw'them 
all together into a huge chaldron; where, 
to fay the truth, the poor wretches ftt£Fere4 
<:ontentedly, out of a defire, I fuppofe, to help 
on toward the perfe^ing of their operation. 

On the other fide were a knot of aftrologers, 
and one among the red that had ftudied ne- 
.croroancyorpalmi(l]:y; who took all the dan»- 
iied by the hands, one after another. One he 
told, that it was as plain as the nofe on his 
face that he was to go to the devil, for he per- 
t:eived it by the mount of S aturn . You^ fays he 
to another, have been a fwin^ng whore-ma- 
fter in your days; I fee that by the mount <»£ 
Venus here, and by her girdle : and, in fliort, 
he read every man's fortune in his fift. AA«r 
z 
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^m advanced aiiother, creq^ing upon a]] foor, 
^?th a pair of corHpaiFcs betwixt his teeth, h« 
Ipheres and globes about him, his Jacob's Aaff 
Vcfore him, and his eyes upon the ftars, as if 
they were taking a height, or making an obfet"* 
vation. When he had gazed a while, up he 
ftiddeniy ftarts, and wringing his hands. Good 
jbord, fays he, what an nmncky dog was 1 1 
If I had come into the world one half quartet 
trf^an hour fooner, I had been faved; for ju(t 
-then Saturn (hifted> and Mars was lodged in 
the Houfe of Life, One that followed him 
^d« his tormentors be furc he was dead ; for^ 
•lays he, I an* a little doubtful of myfelf, inrc- 

firdthat I had Jupiter for my afcend^nt, and 
enns in the Houfe of Life, and no malevolent 
afpedl tocrofs me; fo that, accorditig to the 
rulbs of aftrology, I was to live exadly one 
hundred and one years, two months, fix days> 
four hours, and three minutes. ^Th^ next that 
x:ame up was a geomancer ; one that reduced 
«H his flcill to certain tittle points, and by them 
would tell you> as well things paft as to come. 
Thefe points he beftowed at a venture among 
fevcral unequal lines 5 fome long, others (hort, 
like the fingers of a man's hand; and then» 
with a certain rabble of myfterious words, he 
proceeded to his calculation » upon even or 
odd, and challenged the whole world to allow 
llim the moft learned and infallible of the trade* 
He t^as followed by feteral great maders of 
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^he (clenee^ as Haly, Gerrard, Bartho}0m0<i^ 
ofParMa, and one 'Goudia^ a familiar ineo4 
^nd companion of the great Cornelius A grip* 
pa, the famous conjurer; who^ though he 
had but one foul, was yet burning in four 
bodies : I mean the four damnable books he 
left behind him. There was Trithemtus too^ 
with his Polygraph/ and Stenogr^hy ; ti^ 
had nov^ devils enough, though in his<iife- 
time his complaint was that he couid . never 
iiifficiently have th«ir company. Orer-agato/l 
him was Cardan; but they could not fee their 
horfes together, becaufe of an old qnaiTfii 
concerning which was the more impudcni: 
of the two. And there I faw Mizaldus teactng 
his beard, in rage, to find himfelf pumpedrdrf; 
and that he could not fool on to the end of 
the chapter. Theophraftus was there too, be- 
wailing himfelf for the time he had fpent ac 
the alchymifts' bellows. There was alfo the 
unknown author -of Glavicu la Soiomonis, aivd 
^he Hundred Koights of Spirits.; withi.ithe 
compofer of the book) Adverfus Otrmia Pmv^ 
€ula MundL Taifnerus too, with his book. of 
[fhyfiognomy and Chiromancy; and he 'was 
doiibly puntfhed; firft for the fool he* was, 
and then for thofe he had made. Thoo^, 
to give the man his due, he knew himfelf feo 
be a cheat ; and that he who gives- a judg- 
nient upon the lines of a face, takes but^ 
very uncertain aim. There were magiciaos. 
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liffarcAoincers, fbrcerers, and tnchanters m* 
ttttmerable; befides feveral private box€<» that 
5!9«re kept for lords and ladies, aod other per<« 
feiages of great quality, that put their truOt 
m thefe difciples of the devil, and go to for** 
tune^ tellers for refolation in cafes of death> 
l#ve/ or marriage; and now ^nd then to re*' 
Wttr a goid watch, or a pearl neaklace. ' 

At no great diftance from thefe were a 

compaby^^ haadfome women, tluit were tor- 

Hteitted 'in the quality of witches, which 

gi^ieved nay very heart to fee it ; but to com^ 

ion me. What, fays a devil, have you fo fooa 

.£orgoc the roguery of thefe carrions ? Have 

,jaa not had trial enough yet of thea»? They 

suri^ t^e very poifon of life, and the onJy dan^ 

gereus magicians that corrupt all our fea&s^ 

anddifttvb the faculties of your foul ; thefe are 

they that cozen your eyes witli falfe appear- 

'auces, and fet up your wills in oppodtion to 

'^rour underftanding and reaibn. It is right* 

vikUd i, and now you mind me o/ it; I do very 

-well remember that I have found them fo; 

"but let U9 proceed, and fee the reft* 

. ; i was Scarce goxte three fteps farther, when 

i was got into luch a dark difinal place, that 

k was a mercy we knew where we were. There 

.was, firft, at the entrance, Divine Juftice, moft 

dceadi'ul to behold; and a little beyond (load 

Vice, with a coimteaance of the higheft pride 

«l^d ijUbk&ce imaginable. There was Ingram 
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t^tide^ Malice, Ignoraace, iscorrtgtUe ;1jtf d6^ 
Ikivp bjruuik and head-^ftrong: Di/bb«dieiMI^ 
raib and imperious Blafpheooy, wtih |^unxientlL 
dipped ia blood, eye$ fparkliag, and aa hfm^ 
dred lungs barking at Prpvideace,^ ami vooii'^ 
iog rage aivi poifon. I we&t m« I confefs, with 
fear and treiqbiing; and there I bebeU all 
tbe fedU of idolaters and herUics that eveetjM 
appeared upon the ftage of the nniverfet^ ttodc 
at their feet* in glorious array, was-lafciiviDVl^ 
Barbara, fecond wife to the Emperor -Sigtft 
fBoad,,aad the queen of harlots: oae.Uiat ar! 
greed v/ixh Meffalina in this, ihat virgink^it 
Avas both a burthen and a foUy ; and that «iaf 
her whole Kfe (he was never either weskried. oifh 
fatisfied: buthereiaihe went beyond her, iaihait: 
ihe held the mortality as weii of the foul ^.cf: 
the body ; but ihe was now better inftf u^ed»: 
and burnt like a bundle of raatehes. 

Fading forward iliil,. I faw a fellow ia a cor-* 
ner all alone,^ with the flame about his earsif 
^afhing his teeth, and blafpheming thgroughj 
tory and difpair. I aiked him what he ¥B»s^ 
and he told me, he was Mahomet. Wby theiiKi: 
i'aid I, thou art the moft accurfed lepcfibAtt^ 
in hell, and had brought more wretches hllther 
than half the world befide; and Lucif^iiaaiT 
done well to allot thee a quarter here by thy^.'.

But, iunoe^Tfirgj^ 
man chufes to talk of what he lovest. I f^rajk

Iki tkut thoa haft forbidden wtne to all thy 
dlftflpl€9? Oh ! fay» he, I have made themr 
ft^ ch^ak whh my Alcoran, they need nc^ 
ofb^i* tntecciifation. But why hafl: thou for<« 
biddeii Ihem fwines fleih too? faid I. Be« 
caufe, fays he, I would not afl^ont the ham^ 
fyt wsiter upon gammon would be fatfe he* 
tMt*f. ' And bende, 1 never loved my people 
4^t4l enough to afford them the pleafure either 
ef thi grape or the fpare-rih: nay^ and for 
fdAt they (hould chance to grope out the way 
to Htaven, I have eftablifhed my power 'and 
piyiidminipOA by force of arms; withoat fub- 
j&kitug my laws to idle difputes and difcoUrfes 
of-r^eafon. Indeed there is little reafon in 
lAy- precepts, and I would have as little m 
th^re obedience. I have a v^ft number of dif- 
cipleS) but i think they follow me more out of 
appetite than religion, or the miracles I work* 
2 allow them liberty of confcience; they have 
a&many women as they pleafe, and do what: 
tiiey ple^fe^ provided they meddle not with 
g«Jferiiment. But look about you now, and 
yaii'iWill- find that there are more knaves thaa 
Msthomet. 

•I did: foy and found myfelf prefently in the 
Slidft of a ring of heretics, and their adherents, 
txttOiy of which were ready to tear the throats 
of their leaders. One, among the reft, - was 
b«ftt with a brace of devils> and eithcF of 
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iktm bad !» pair of bellows, puffiitifi;^mt<r s$eA 
ear fire mftead of air, which made hm » It! 
bot-headed. There was another that, as I 
told, was a kind of Simoniac^ and had takcA^ 
tip his feat in a peftilential chair; but it wa^ 
fo dark, that I coold not difcem whether it 
was a Pope or a Prefbyter. 

hf th» time I had enough of heH, and be- 
gan to wiiQi myfelf out agaiiv; but; asJ- v^«9> 
looking about for a retreat, I ftumbi^cij^tite' 
a long gaHery before I was awarr, and cbere* 
I beheld Lucifer himfelf, with att^his^BObHI^r 
about hioif male and female ; for let mafrled" 
men fa^ what they will, there s»<e (bedevils-, 
too : I fhould have been very much at st 1&&- 
what to do, or how to behave myfelf amodg^ 
fb many ftrange faces, if one of the ufiiers hstdf 
Bot come to^ me, and told mev that Ueing- s^ 
ftranger,.it was bis majelVy's pleafure I fhouldt 
enter, and have fr^ liberty of feeing what, 
was there to be feen. We esfchanged a ftw 
eompHments ; and then !< began ta lobk abour 
me; but never did I fee a palace fo fumifhed^ 
nor indeed comparable to it. ■ " 

Our fuFnuure at the bed is btit at choice^ 
coUefbion of diead and dumb flatues, or paiat- 
ings. Without life, fenie, or motion ; but there 
all the pieces were animated, and nfi'tsmfkim

And I mtift here in^ 
treat the reader to follow my example, with* 
out making any farther experiment; and like*

-meanings My defign is to difcredft, and 
difcouncehance the works of darknefs, with* 
out fcandalizing of perfoas; and I am cer« 
•tain thi$ difcouife will never be reckoned a 
iatire, as it treats of none but the damned^ 
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k)0 great wa& the uproar b hell not long fince^ 
that the oldeft of all the devils never knew the 
Hke. The injiabitants expeded nothing lefs 
than an abfolute diirolution of their empire :: 
the devils fell upon the damned, and the damn* 
ed fell upon the devils, without knowing one 
from the other ; and all running to and fro. 
like mad : ialhort^it was no other than a ge- 
neral rebellion. This hurly-burly laded a 
good while, before any mortal could imagine- 
the meaning of it ; at length, there came cer-^ 
tain intelligence of a monilcous talker, a prag«- 
matical meddling undertaker, and an old gou* 
vernante, that had knocked off their (hackles. 
Iind made all this havock ; by which the 
ireader may know what kind of cattle thefe 
are, who can make hell itfelf more dangerous. 
4nd unquiet. 

During all this notfe,.Lucifer went how ling 
«|t and down,, and bawling Sot chains,, handr 
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cuffs, bolts, manacles, fhackles and*fctter$; tft 
iecure his prifoners again; when, in the middle 
of liis career, he and the babbler, or undei?'* 
t^itVfl told yon of> met each other; and after 
a little daring at one another in tlie face, the 
babbler firft began : Prince of mine, fayi he^ 
you have a pack of lazy, droning devtls,itt 
your dominions, that look after nolhiiig^^biit 
fit with their arms and legs acrpfs, ^ndf fuHblf 
all your afPairs to go to ruin. You have m^n^ 
abroad too, upon commiflion, that ha-ve ftatd 
out their time, and yet can give you no a<j« 
count of what they have been doing. Tht 
gouvernante who had been blowing the cbah 
aed whifpering iedition from one to anothfc^ 
chanced to pais by while he Was thus ipdA^ 
ing; aii<l 'topping fhort, thus addreiTed hei^^i 
felf to Lucifer ; Look to yourfelf, cried ihe, 
there is a defperate plot upon your diabofical 
crown and dignity. There are two tyrarits 
in it; three parafites, a world of phyiicianr, 
and a whok legion of lawyers and attoriif^^ 
One word more in your ear : there ii amon^ 
them a mongrel prieft, a kind of lay'-eld^f; 
that will go near to fit upon your flcitt^, if' you 
have not a care of him. t 

The Prince of devils, when he heard her 
Mention prieft and lay-dder, looked as pale as 
death* and fteod ftiU' as mute as a filb^ 
while his very looks discovered hb apprehen^ 
. lions. After a little pauie, he roufed himielf 
M out of a trance ; A prieft, do you ^y, a la|i^ 
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flder» tyrants, lawyersi phyHcians — A compo^ 
Mfiop, to poifon slII the devils ia lie|l, ai^ 
yurge tbeir very guts out ! With that, a^'ay 
lie. :vj^enc to vific the avenues^and fet his guards^ 
V^hen.who (hould he meet next but the meddler 
ia a> monilrous hurry : nay then, fays he, 
here is the forerunner of ill-luck. But what 
k, the platter ^ The matter! cried the nied* 
i^t^ra and then, with a deal of tedious and inn- 
pertinent circumftances, he told him« that fe* 
i^ejral of the damned had contrived an efcape» 
^Xkd that there was a dedgn to caU in four or 
£.7^ regiments of hypocrites and ufurersf, under 
;i ,pretei!ice of eftablifhing a better intelligence 
ta^twixt earth and hell. He had not yet been 
done, if Lucifer would have found ears ; but 
bfs had other work to do, for neck and all 
W48 now at (lake; and fo he went about his bu* 
ilnefs; putting all in a pofture of defence, and 
Areogthening his guards. For the farther fe« 
ciirity of his royal perfon, he ordered into his 
o\^n immediate regiment feveral reformadoes 
mi the fociety, whom he very well knew would 
Aojt forfake him*

than the fire itfelf. Ah, traitor ! fays «Hie-; iai^ 
"pity's fake away- with this new tormentor I 
cries another. This fellow is liell upon hell^ 
fays a third.-*— As he trudged on, there was a 
babble of rafcals got together, and in the ^Boj^ 
die of the crowd, a moft eminent knight -^ 
the poft, a great mader of his trade, whOF 
was reading a ledlnre to that venerable ap> 
fembly of the noble myftery of fw^ariiag and 
lying ; and would have taught any man, ill 
one quarter of an hour, to. prove any- thing 
upon oath, that he never faW nor heard, of i^- 
his life. This do<flor no fftoner faw the medt 
dler, than up he Aarted iuv a frights Ho^. 
now;, fays he, is that devil here ? 1 came hi*' 
ther on purpofe to -avoid him; and,tf l^^ouid 
hut have dreamed be would have been ^. 
hcli, I would undonbtedly have goile to Fa<* 
radife. 

At this inftant, we heard a great and a con^ 
fufed noiie of arms, bloivs, and outcries; and 
ptrefently we difcovered feverai perfons fallii^ 
bloodily one upon another ; and, in frortf

tiieirfi&gtrs cAds. Ey thefe th^yetideavotired 
C6 »^ake out; That a king might bekitl^d 
in hk {H^onal cap^tty, and his poUti^ '^^ 
paahf nevet be the' Worfc for it : and tipoA 
ehis- pointy they were at daggers drawing with 
the empetorl Lucifer then came rotindiy tip to 
lilmV'^dd i^ith a vdice diat made hell tremble^ 
Ij^-hat-ste you,- SiTj fays he, who take iipoA 
fbtx thus' in my 'kingdom?. I am the 'great 
Jul?<is €*fkr, laid he, Who,'lfi thia^enei 
ral tumult, thought to have revenged myfelf 
ftpon Brutus and Caffius, for murdering m6 
4n the Senate, under ^olonr, it would feem; 
-dHf-airerting the common liberty; whereas thef<fe 
IDfitit^s did it merely out of envy, avarice, and 
adib^Vion. It was the emperor, not th^ ^m^ 
.^Vfei,'they hated. They pretended to deftfoy 
m^Jfor introducing a moharchy ; but did they 
•dverthrow the monarchy itfelf? No, on thi 
•contrary, they confirmed it ; and did more mif^ 
chief in killing me than I did in diffolving 
their republic : however, I died an emperor^ 
the^ villains carried only the infamy and 
l^afld of regicides to (Aeir ' gravies ; and the 
Vrorld his ever firice isidored my naeraory and 
^teflkd -theirsk— Tell me, faid he, ye carfed

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blood -houndsi turning towards thcin^liiittefil^^f 
vras your government better, think ye, lil thk 
hands of your fenators,,a company of talking 
gown-men who knew not how to keep it, or 
in the hands of a foldier who won it by his 
merit ? It is not the drawing of a charge, oi; 
the making of a fine oration, that fits j>epple fqr 
{government; nor will a crown fit Well upoti 
the head of a pedant ; bat let him wear itwh^ 
is worthy of it. He is the true patriot whb 
advances the glory of his country by adlloi^ 
of bravery and honour. Which has moHs, 
right to rule, think ye ; he that only knows t^e 
laws, or he that maintains them ? The pni 
only ftudies the government, the other prol: 
teds it. Wretched republic! Thou calieft H 
freedom to obey a divided multitude, and (k« 
very to ierve a fingle perfon; and when a 
company of covetous little feUows are got to- 
gether« they muid be ftiled Fathers ot their 
country forfooth ; smd fhall one generoos 
perfon take up with the name of Tyr^uxt? 
Oh ! how much better had it been for KpTti 
to have preferved that one fon who madeher 
miftreis of the world, than that multitude of 
Withers, who» by fo many inteftine wars« ren« 
dered her but a ftep-mother to her own chiK 
dren ! How barbarous and cruel are ye, fo 
much as to mention the name of a commoQ^ 
we alth ! confider, that, fince the people ta(le4 
of monarchy, thef have preferred even the 
word of princes, as Nero^ TiberiaS| Caligttt2(« 
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and Hdiogabalosy before your tribe of fe« 
aacors. 

■ Brutus was very much confounded at this 
dlfcourfe of Caefar ; but at length, with a 
feeble and trembling roice, he thus fpoke: 
Gentlemen of the unate, do you not hear 
Caefar ? or will you add fin to iin» and fuffer 
ail the. blame to be caft upon the inftrupaents, 
when you yourfelves were the contrivers of 
the villany ; why do ye not anfwer ? Cxfar 
^aks to you as well as us. Caflius and my* 
ielf were but your bravos, and governed by 
your perfiiafions and advice, little dreaming 
of that iniatiable ambition which lay lurking 
und^r the gravity of your long beards and 
rob^s: but it is the pradlice of you all to 
arraign that tyranny in the prince which you 
would exercife yourfelves : in effed, when yoa 
have gotten power and the colour of auuio- 
rity in your hands, it is more dangerous for 
a prince not to comply with you, than for a 
iraflal to rebel agatnft his prince.*— To what 
end Served your perfidious and ungrateful trea^i 
font? make anfwer to Cacfar. But for our 
part^ in the confcience of our fin, we feel the 
ieverity of our punifhment. 
. No fooner had he faid this than up darted 
a .hollow-eyed fupercilious fenator, who had 
been of the confpiracy, and was. then blazing 
like a pitch-barrel, and with a feeble. voice 
aihed Csdar, what reafon he had to complain? 
for. Sir, fays he, if King Ptoicioy murdered

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j Pfiaipe7.4>& Gicat, upon ^bmb ft^o Jir/^ld 
Jbii$ kingdom, why might not thie fe£Uit^'|i» 
well ktli you, to recoTcr what you < had takea 
irofUck them? And« in the cafe betwixt Csfor

judges.. As for Achilles, who was one of .the 
»iuacdcrfirs,whathedid was by BteleiBy'i;f;4W« 
^and; and then he was hut. a fre9fhoo|fS9iA^^ 
ther, a fellow that .got his liTsag bjcr9ip#e 
ajad plunder: but Casiar was undoubtedljid|e 
jQore in£amoDs of the two« It is truer he ^ircspt 
at the fight of Pompey's head, batiach ae^s 
^id he ihed as were more treacherous tJasfii 
tbefteel which kUled him. Ah» hoW'..€XH]gel 
that compailioa, *a]id revengeful; tiikat vpi^r^ 
which made thee.a more barbarous' enemy {(a 
Poippey dead than" living I Oh ! that;t<^^ 
two hypocrite eyes fhould creep into the fifft 
head of the world 1 In a word, the death of 
Caefar had been the recovery of our repufa^> 
if the ^auititude had not called in othcrs.pf 
'his race to the government, whicb' ren4fir«d 
tl^jvfall thevcry Hydra o£ thejero']^ii?6c » ,:.j ' 
V ..'Wie had had anochcr fkirmiih npot^.^tfs 
words, if Lucifer had notoxrderedCfirfU^jUi 
his cell again, upon pain. of death; aiiflith^^ 
to abide fuch corredUon as belonged tor him, 
for flighting the warnings he had of his (iiUff* 
t^i &u tus and Caf£ns were tmmed<3(rer<to |^e 
politic fools : and the fenators were diipatcrluid 
suvftytto Minos andiRhadamanthi»»aill'th4l« 
to fit asafTiftants on the Devil's bench. 
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''!4^^ ^^ ^ heard' a innrtntiring noift ad of 
people taHnng at a diftance ; and* by degrees* 
I' made it out that d&ey-were iRrrangling and 
dirpmingftill louder and loader^ till at length 
it was Imt a word and a blow ; and tht nearer 
1 came, the greater was the clamour. This 
Inade me mend my pace; but before I could 
.reach them, they were altogether by Uie ears 
iftta bloody fray : they were all of them per- 
' lens'of great quality ; emperors, magiftrates, 
• Kid generals of armies. Lucifer, to end the 
parrel, commanded peace and (ilence, whiclL 
they all obeyed ; but it rexed them very much 
to be fo taken off in the full career of their 
fury and reyenge. The firft that fpoke waa 
A fellow fo marred with wounds and fcara 
that I took htm at firft for an indigent officers 
but he proved to be Ctitus, as he fatd himfelf : 
but one at his elbow told him he was faucy* 
for prefumtng to fpeak before his time ; and 
fo defired audience of Lucifer, for the hig^ 
and mighty Alexander, the fon of Jupiter, and 
the Emperor and Terror of the world. He was 
going on with his qualities and titles ; but 
an officer cried. Silence, and bade Clltus begin; 
which he took very kindly, and thus faid : 

May it pleafe your majeAy, I was the firft 
£vf ourite of this prince ; who was then lord 
of the known world, who bore the title of the 
King of kings, and boafted himfelf to be the 
fon ^ Jupiter Aaim<^ ; yet after all this glory 
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am} tottquefty be tvat hitiifUBa'lkive.to faB^slv 
ixms ; Ik ^s ntfk andcruei« aa4 coitieqa^idy 
iboapabk' dther-of c^vxifetor fHendfl^^^in 
fliy Itfe^oie; I wa» near . hkoy axiii! lerrsd him 
fiuthftilly ; 'bttt, ft ibemd, he did'not eA^extatm 
tat fo mttch for mj fiddtty, aft to aogmcnt Ae 
Bumber of hts flatterers : f , however, fcMmd 
ttiyfelf too. hooeft for a bafe office v mdM% 
as he raa Into any foul' evcefes, i todni^'ftto* 
ctom, t^A all poifible modeftyy t;9 iheif. hbzt^lib 
fniftakes. One day, a» he tvas taltdcg fifghdf 
^ hk fadier Philip, that valiant pnnc0,'<n-iMil 
tv^hom he received both hvs honour anid hb 
being, I told him ftrankly what I thought of 
that ingratittide and vanity ; and defired htta 
to treat hts dead father more reverently, as a 
prince worthy of eternal l^onoar and rerpc^ 
This commendation of PhlHp ib'enragjed nim^ 
that he^ tmniiediately feizea« partifan,^ and 
ftru^k me dead on the fpot with his own hand. 
After this, I aiked where was his divtni^^ 
when' he eave Abdolominus, a poor garden* 
Weeder, the kitigdem' of Sidonia ? which wa^ 
dot, as the worki wonkl have it, oot >af>any 
confuferatfon of his virtue, hut to mortify and 
take down the pride andinfoknce of thePer* 
fians.' Meeting him here jn^ now ki hell, I 
aiked him i;^hat was become of his father fom 
pitfcrthat he ^ muchboafted of^ and whether 
h^ was not yet convinced that all fiattferers^ 
were a parcel of villains? who, widv t^eir itt* 
cenfe and altars, wo(ild>perfuade him that he 
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ttlttoflditiiie £xtr^ftAk>fl> aad&eir*apparefit ta 
4ileitiMrone 'and'tlnitider of Jupiter P I'his^, 
ir^en now, was the grptindof our quarrel. 
«Bixt, inire^res a^artj who bat a tyrant, wouJd 
iiare-f^Bt a loydl fubje^ to* death, ^y for hn 
m&itkm and regards to th^tnemory of hU de- 
parted Stref How barbaronOy did he treat hli 
^v^Hmtes, Paormenio, Philotas, Caiifthenes^ 
and Ainhktas ? fo that, good or bad, k 1$ 
^orime ent>iigh X6 be the favourite of a tyrant'ij. 
^^itk thecbUrfe of human life, every man dies 
%ecatife he is noortal ; and the difeaie is rather 
the pretext of his death than the caufe of it- 
afo« will j&nd now, fays the Prince of devil% 
that' tyrants will fhew their people many s^ 
dog-ti4ck when the humour takes them. The 
jgoodthey'hate,f«^rn<dt' being wicked ; and the 
Ited, befcawfe'they'areno Worfe.' How man)r 
favourites have you' ever feen* ^ome to- a fair 
and timely end ? Remeaflfeer the embleol 4f the 
fponge ; for that is the uie which princes make 
f^^thfeir-favouHtes; they fet- them fuek and 
fin, lami then fquceze.tiiem for their own profit. 
-^•Jtift as he'iaid this-, the«^ w^s .he^rd a la- 
mentable' rry; and at the ilwne time, a vene- 
table bid man, a^ pale as if he h^ no blood in 
hfs veins, came up to Lucifer and told him> 
tiiat his emblem of the iponge came vefy pat to 
his cafe • for, fays he, I was a great favourite, 
and a great hoarder of treafare : a Spaniard by 
birth ; the tutor and confident of Nero ; and 
aorcailed Seoecai Indeed, his* bountiesweri 
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to^Tcefs; he gave me vrH^onfe ^king; tmi, 
m takidg; I was never covetous, but dxeBoH, 
It is tn the naturc'of princes, and it befits ^eir 
quality, to be liberal where they take a likkig^, 
both of honour and fortune; audit is hard far a 
fabjed to refufe, without fome reflexion upon 
the generodty or difcretton of his ikiafter: for it 
is not the merit or modefty of the vaflal, b«t the 

flory of the pnnce, that is the q&eftioa ; and 
e is the beft fubjed who contributes the moft 
to the fplendor and reputation of his ibvereigiw 
Nero, indeed, gave me as much as fuch a 
prince could beftow; and I managed hb libe- 
ralities with all the moderation imagmable ; 
yet all was too little to preferve me from the 
ftrokss of envious and malicious tongues, 
which woald have it, that my philofophizing 
upon the contempt of the world was nothii^ 
elfe but a mere impofture, that thereby, witk 
lefs danger and notice, I might feed and enter- 
tain my avarice, and with the fewer competi* 
tors. Finding my credit with my mafter de- 
clining, it became me to provide fome way or 
other for my quiet, and to withdraw mylelf 
from being the mark of a public envy; fo I went 
diredly to Nero, and, with all poffible r^)pe^ 
and humility, made him a prefent of all thofe 
bounties he had bellowed upon me. The 
troth is, I had fo great a pafiion for his fervice, 
that neither the feverity of his nature, -nor the 
debauchery of his manners, could ever deter 
me from exhorting him to noble couries, and

rather cruelty than pity ; . for, in the very de*- 

' liberation <on;whic}i death to chofe, I fuffered 

fill,, even in the terror and appreheniion, that 

HM^de-ina^refvife the reil. . Thp choice I made 

.fieai tb^bisdd. to death in a bath, and I finiiksd 

iinf »'own diipatohcs hither; where, to my far- 

'-itor'Uffli&ioft^ I have again encountered this 

vinfiaLOMlus pvinoe, ibidying new crueldes, and 

inftRi£king the very devils themfelves in the art 

-Of' tormenting. 

. :Uponthis, Nero advanced, with his ill -fa- 
voured face aiid ibrill voice. It4s very well, 
4liyi he, for^ prince'fr favourite, i or tutor^.to 
j^-wiier-tliao his maAer-; bt}t ktJhijxi manage 
th^t advantage with refpeiStj and notj.liJ^<i:a 
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rafh and infolent fooU make procEamatum 
prefently to the world, that he is the wtief of , 
the two. While Seneca kept himfelf withtit 
thefe bounds, I was his fincereft friend; and 
the love I had for that man was the glory of 
my government 4 but when he came to pubK& 
once, what he ihould hare difiembled and- 
concealed, that it was not Nero^ but Seneca; 
that ruled the empire, nothing lefs* than his ' 
blood could make fatisfa^ion for fo incoleraUd 
a fcanddi ; and from that hour i refclved hts , 
ruin. I had rather fuffer what I do a hnn« - 
dred times ^over, than entertain a faToorite ' 
who ihould raifehis cre& upon my drOionottr. ■' 
Whether I have reason on my fide or nc,^!/' 
appeal to all this princely a^cnbiy* Dira^ ' 
near I befeech you, as many as are here, and -j 
fpeak freely, my royal brethren; did yoti ever ~ 
fuffer any favourite to eicape unpuniihed, dtat " 
had the infolence to write, 1 and my king; to 
make a Aalkinfi; horfe of majefty, and whdpo*^ '* 
blifbed himfelfa better (bEtefmanthaahisma* ' 
fter f No, no, they ail cried out ; it never 'was, 'j 
and never fhall be endured^ while the- wbrid^^ 
lails : for we have left our fuecefibrs under an-'' 
oath to look particularly to this, k b true, ' 
a wife counfellor at a prince's elbow is a trea- 
fure« and ought to be efteemed, while he msfte^r '' 
it his buiinefs to cry up the abilities and ju<4 * 
(Bee of liis numarch; but, in the inflant tha^ '^' 
his vanity tnmfports him to the conttary^^ 
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aw^, with him, and do^n with htm, for there 
is no enduring it. 

All thifr) <:ned Sejanus, does not yet con* 
cern me ; for» though T had indeed more 
bV^^ns than Tiberius, yet I fo ordered it, that 
hfi bad the credit in public of all my private 
adyi^s • and fo fenfible he was of my fervice» 
tbtat he made me his partner and companion 
ia ^ihp tempore : he caufed my ftatues to be erec« 
tedic and inve^ed them with facred privileges. 
Let Sejanus live* was the daily cry of the peo- 
ple ;• andt in truth» my well-being was the joy 
of the •empire; and £ir and near there were pub* 
Ho prayers and vows offered np for my health. 
But what was the end of all ? When I thought 
myfelf fureft in my mafter*s arms and favour, 
he let me fall ; nay, he threw me down, caufed 
me to be cut in pieces; delivering me up to 
the fury of a cruel and enraged multitude, that 
dragged me along the ftreets; and happy was he 
tha^ould get a piece of my fiefh to carry up- 
on ajavelia's point in triumph. And it had 
be9n;Well if this inhuman cruelty had ftopped 
he|^.; but it extended to my poor children; 
who, though unconcerned in my crimes, were 
yet to partake in my fate. A daughter I had, 
whom the very law exempted from the ftroke 
of jullice becaufe of her virginity ; but, to clear 
tha£ fcrup(e» (be was condemned firft to bera- 
viihed by the executioner, and then to be be- 
headed, and treated as her father. My firil 
failing was upon temerity and pride : 1 would 
2 
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outrun toy defttny, defy fc^tu&e, andi ais to Di- 
vine Providence^ I looked upon that as a ridi« 
eulous thing. When 1 was once out of the 
vay, I thought doing worie was fomewhat in 
order to being better, and then I began to for<» 
tify inyfelf by violence, againft craft and ma* 
Uce. Some were put to deaths others banifh* 
ed ; and, in (hortj both celeftial and terrelbial 
powers have declared themfelves againft me* 
I had recourfe to all-lbrts of ill people and had 
means. I had my phyfieian for poiibning, my 
afiaiCns for revenge ; I had my falfe wnnefies 
and corrupt judges ; and,, in truth,. what in-» 
ftrument of wickednefs had I not ? and. all 
this, not upon choice or inclinatron, but pure* 
ly out of the neceiTity of my condition. WheiW 
ever I (bould come to fall, I #ds certain of be<^ 
rng forfaken both by good atd bad ; and there^ 
fore I ihunned the better fort, as thofe that 
would only fcrve to accufe me ; but the lewd 
and vicious I frequented, to increafe the num- 
ter of my accomplices, and make my party 
tiie ftronger. But after til, if Tiberius was a 
tyrant, I will fwear he was never fo by my ad- 
vice : on th^ contrary, I have fuffcred more 
from him for plain dealing and difluadihg him^ 
than the very fubjedts of his feverity have com- 
rijonly fuflfered by him. I know, it is charged 
upon me, that I ftirred him up to cruelty, to 
render him odious, and to ingratiate myfelf 
with the people. But who was hrs adviier,' 
Xpray» in this butcherly proceeding againft 
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me ? Oil, Lacifer, JLirciftc ! you btow very 
>veii, thatic IS the pra<5tit;st>f tyrants^ -wiicii 
they do amtis themfelves, and let their peopte 
a-grumbling, to lay alLthe blaau: and puiliih* 
ment too upon the inftrument, and hang op 
the mtnift^^ for the maitei^s di&uilt; Tins isdie 
«nd of all £avourii:es, tqvits oiiti Not .it haif^ 
penny matcei^ if they wdre> ail fer^edr f&, ikys 
another. Every ht(loriai^> contiitucd Sejanus^ 
has his faying upon this cataftrophc ;. ami fets 
^p a bwof €0 warn afiter-ifges* oi the rockiof 
court-favours* The grcatncfs of a favourite, 
t mud «wa^ prodaims- the greatnefs of huma*- 
^er; and the'prtnce who mamvaias Mrhat he iias 
XfkKie mKedi, does but jiaftify the prudeuce.of 
fAi own i;:hoice : if ever he undoes what *he has 
doti6, he publiihes hitnfelf to be light and in* 
conftant, and thereby does as bad as to de« 
ciare himfelf, even againft himself) of the ene* 
my's party. . 

PlantiaU advanced nett, ^erus's favcmnte; 
lie that' was thrown, out of a garret* window 
to divert the people^ My condition in. the 
«e;r6rld, fays he, was perfedly iik6 that .of a 
rocket, or fire- work. I was carried up to a 
prodigious height in a moment, and all the 
people*s eyes were upon me, as a ftar of the 
mk magnitude ; but my glory was very ft»rtf 
lived, and down I fell into obfeurity und aifaes^ 
:After him appeared feverat other fav^urttes^ 
iad all of them hearkening to Belifarios, the 
favoucite of Juftiaiaa ; who> blind as he wa«» 

S 
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Siaid already imocked twice with hli {lafF» and, 
{having bis bead, with a veak and compjalning 
9€nce, de^ed audience ; which was at lengtn 
granted him* Silence being commanded, he 
tbus fpoke. 

Priiices, before . they dcftroy the creatures 
-they have raifed and chofen, ihould do well to 
conflder, that icruelty and i^coa^laucy is a 
mnch greater. infamy to the prince, than any 
efftSti^ of it can be to the favourite* For my 
own part,.! ferved an emperor who was both 
a Chriftian, and a great lover and promoter 
of juflice.; but yet« after all the fejvices I had 
done him in. fercral battles and adventures, 
infomuch that be was a^ually become tny 
debtor for the very gJory of his empire, mj 
reward, in the end, was to have my eyes put 
out, and, with a dog and bell, to be turned 
out to beg from door to- door : thus was that 
Belifarius treated, whofe very name formerly 
was worth an army, and who was the foul. of 
his friends, as well as the terror of his enemies. 
But a prince's favour, is like quick- (ilver; reft- 
lefs and flippery, never to be fixed, nor evea 
fecured. Force it* and it fpends itfeJf in fumes; 
fubiime it, and it is a mortal poifon, handle it 
only, and it works itfelf into the very bones ; 
inihort, all that have to do with it,.liv.e pale, 
and die tremblings At thefe words, the whole 
band €>£;^vourites fet up a hideous and a hea- 
vy groan, trembling like afpep- leaves ; a nd« 
>t the fame time, reciting feveral pafTages ovx 
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of the proph«t Hftba(kuk, agaiM cd^eli^ft :asid 
vicked governors : h^ which tfireatning is 
given to underftand, t|iat the Almighty, whea 
he thttiks proper to dellroy a wicked roler^ 
does not always punilh one potentate by ano* 
ther, and bring his ends about by a trial oF 
arms, or the event of a battle, but many tfcnes 
inakes ufe of things the mod abje<St'and viie» 
to confound the vanity aoid arrogance of the 
mighty ; and makes even worms, fiies, cater- 
pillar, and lice, to ferve him as the minifters 
of ms terrible juftice : nay, the (lone in the 
wall, iand the beam in the koufe, ihail rife in' 
judgiEnent ^atnft thera, ^ 

This difcourfe might have gone farther, but 
that the company prefeatly parted to know 
the nieani&g of a fudden noife they heard, 
which half deafened the auditory : but what 
was it at lad, but a fcufHe between the gown- 
men and brothers of the blade. There were 
iperfons of great honour and learning, young 
and old, engaged in the fray. The men of 
^ai: were at it, clafhmg with their fwords ; and 
the' gentlemen of the long robe fencing; fome 
with tbfiatus, others wkh huge pande&s, that 
with their old wainfcot covers were as good 
as bucklers, and would now and then give the 
foe a heavy rebuke over the head. The com- 
tat had certainly been very bloody, if one of 
Lticifer's'^onflabjes had not commanded thefti' 
in the king^i name to keep the peace,, which 
ttiade k a drawn battle. With that» one pf

faid alaad» If you knew, ge&tkmw, either in^ 
or cor quarreU you would fay we h^ reafon* 
a^d perhaps fide with us.

Qalla« Phalaris, Heliogabalus, At^es^ Aadro- 
axicu9) JBufuis^ aud OUvcr Cropowcil, withfe- 
veiral. great perfoaagos. inore; which, rwiwik 
Lucifer faw» he di(p^ed hinafelf to (ireAltiurir 
majeAica] appearance as mu^h tn their fiittf* 
fa4\iou as was poifibU. Whereupon a gr«¥Q 
aud venerable mau appeared with a ^reat tram 
'At bis heels, who wece all blood y» and fuM of 
the marks they had reeeived undor th«^ tp* 
rants' perfecutioa. 

You have here before, yo*, eried -die «)d 
nAao* Solon; and thefe are tbe fevcsp fagost 
iftatives of Greece, but celebrated throughouit 
the ^{(rorlid. He there in the mortar, ia that 
Aaaxarcbijs who was pounded to death by tho 
comcnaudl of Nierocecmt. He with tl)«.*fl«k 
Siofe>is Socrates. This little cruCDp-AouidcrJ! 
idi* wretch, was the £imoiis Ariftotle;; andstbai 
other there, the divine Plato.. Thcie iit' dto 
corner^ are all of the fams profeflion: tioo^ 
grave and learned philofopbers, who haste tdv& 
plea&d tyranca with their writings; in flwrti 
the world is Cbred with thw.vrorl^^d hell 
with the authors* To come to the poiat» wA 
foighty Lucifer, we are all oif us deakrs ia 
piolitLcs, great writers, and. deep repi^ moii ia 
the noas^tcps of ftate and govemsaenu . Wm 
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.lMi«e digefted policy into a method, and !ktd 
4avm certain nsies, by. vrhidi princes may 
make i chemfdves greac and .bek)!red. W€ 
liaYe.adv^fed them toipartially to admtnifter 
}afttce, to reward virtue both military and 
cml, to employ able men, banifii flatterers, to 
f>tit men of wtfdom and integrity in places of 
tvafk; to reward or punifh without paffion, 
and: ^cording to the merits of the caofe, as 
fidd*s . vicegerents. But this is our offence : 
we name nobody, we-delign nobody; but it 
is. crime enough to wifh well to the encoura*^ 
^rs of virtue. After this, turning towards 
the tyrants : Oh, cruel princes, faid he, thefe 
glorious kings and emperors, from whom we 
UK>k'Che model of our laws and inftrudtions, 
are. now rn adate of reft and comfort, while 
you are tormented. Numa is noVaftarin 
the firmament, and Tarquin. a fire-brand in 
kell. The memory of- Auguftus and Trajan 
tt.fiill freCh and fragrant, when the names of 
Nero and Sardanapalus are more putrid and 
suntftous than their carcafes. 
:■ ' As foon as Dionydns the tyrant heard this 
with his companions about him, he could not 
ccmtain himfelf, but cried out in a rage. That 
mgue of a philofopher has told a thoufan4, 
lies. Legiflators! Yes, yes, they are fweet 
legtfiators, and princes have many a fair obli- 
gation to iheok 1^0, no. Sirrah, faid he to 
Sohm, yem are all of you a company of quacks^ 
ygfi. praceand fpeculate of things you know

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nothing' about; and vnxh ydiir deviltiimomft 
Httesfcst' the people agog upon liberty^ cry up 
the dodrmr of free-born >Aibjt&; and^thoa 
lour ))cartio» b perfecntion in one woriidy and 
iix&xnry in the other. 

We ffaall have a fine tine of it, my oMft 
gracious prince» cried Julian the apoftate, fbi# 
ring Lac^<^ in the face, when'tbefedttngbiil^ 
pe&nts, a company of cock»brained^ rtdfenw 
Ions, mortified, tll«bred) beggarly ragamufiuks^ 
IhaU come to ereA a committee for politics^ 
aind pafs fentence upon governors, and gon<em» 
ments, filling tkemfdvYs, forfooth, the fep* 
porters of both, without any more ficHl than 
my horfe in what belongs to either.

And where is 
our abiblute power, if we fubmit-to thecoan* 
fels of our vailals ? If we have not «nou^'to 
fiitisfy our appetites: of avarice aiKi. xocagi^

for they aire our enemies. Speak truth theni 
all of yoUv and fliaipe the. devil; fop the but^ 
chor fats bis fheeponly for the fhsvnibks.

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if» whether Pompey (ball be delivered op ttf 
Csefar or no : that is to £17, whether* in rea-' 
fon of ftate, it ought to be done-; and we are 
formalizing the mattefr whether tn> poiat of 
equity and jaftice it may be done. Bodies 
politic have no fouls; and nerer didaoy great 
prince turn a council of ftate -into a court of 
confcience but he repented it. Kingdoms 
are to be governed by politicians, not by ca« 
fuids ; and there is nothing more repngaanC 
to the true interefl of crowns and empirest 
than in public cafes to-make a fcrupleof pri* 
vate duties. The argument is this : Pompef 
is in diftrefs, and Ptolemy under an obligation;

of -a fide» it is well; but where they difagree^ 
the prince who does not quit his religion for 
his convenience, falls into a dired con^racf 
againft himfelf: he fliaM loie the hesu?t» cf 
his foldiery, and the reputatioa of hi> power» 
Whereas, en the contrary, the taoft odious 
tyrant in the world fhall be able to keep his 
head above water, if he will but give a general 
licence to commit every fpecies of wickedneik 
You will fay this is impious : but I &sf, what 
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if It be, wire (hall call you to account ? Tkc^i 
^eUt>eration$ are only for fubje<R;s wbkli are 
Ii9der a comoaiand, and not for ibvereigt^' 
(rbceSi whofe will is a law.

Itotky muft Aiffer» I am abfolutely for the faving 
of Ptblemy, and the prefenting of Pompey's 
head, without any more ado to Cdsfar.

: As foon as Phottnushad finiihed, Domitian 
appeared in a rage ; and hauling in poor Su€- 
^ntitts sdkfit ihim, like a bear to the ftalce ; 
Thrare ts notin Nature, fays he, fo eurftd si 
generation of fcribliag rogues as thefe htfto** 
riana : we caa neither be quiet for tbcm 
finng ndff dead; for they haunt us in our ve-» 
ry ^avcs ; and, when they have vented thn 
l^umoiir ^Qid caprice of their own brains, the 
iitfaiAoas prbdu^on, foriboth^ muft be called* 
Tke Ijf^ offuch an Emf^or, As an inftancQ 
of their viUainy, I wiii fiiow you what tbia 
iaapertineht chronicler fays of me : He (qua-n- 
dered away his treafure, fays he, in eappenfiYQ 
building, plays, and prefents to the foldicrs*

in another place he lays. Domitian had 
ibine thonghta id cafinff htmifalf iah^tnilitary

BStjch nanoey in repairing the libraries that 
vere burnt. 

U ip true^.Taid Suetonius, in a melancholjr 
to^e ; a|i4 I.hav« not forgotten to make mex^* 
tion. of it to- your honour: but what will you 
lay,, if t ihpw you, in a warrant under your 
hand, this execrable and impious blafphemy ? 
** It is the command of your^ord and God." 
An.d, in fine, if I fpeak nothing but truth, 
where is the caufe of your complaint ? I have 
written the liyes loo o£ thq great Julius Cat- 
far, and thejdivine Augu(lus; and the world 
will not fay, but I have cxecyted them very 
v:dl ; but for yourielf, and fuch as you, who 
are effe<flually but fo many incarnate and 
crowned plagues, what fault have I commitr 
ted in fetting before your eyes thofe tyrai;* 
Dies, which Heaven and earth cannot look up* 
on but with dread and horror ? 

Suetonius would have faid more, had he 
not been interrupted by a. babbler who whif- 
pered Lucifer in the ear, and faid, Look you. 
Sir, pointing with his finger, tliat limping 
devil there, who looks as if he was lamed with 
i^eatin^ the hoof, has been abroad in the world 
thefe twenty years, and is butjuft now returned. 
Come hither. Sirrah, cries Lucifer. Where* 
upon the poor cur went wriggling up towards 
jiis prince.

fnang the dead; and yet our wives have 
Brought us every year a child, whom we were 
laeh fbols as to keep and bring up, and give 
^Kirfelves to «he devil at lad to get them eftates, 
Oftt of a charitable perfirafion, forfooth, that 
they might yet be our own ; though, for a 
^cwelvemc^th togecLer,- perhaps, we never jR> 
mnch as examined whether our- wives were 
flOi or ikdih : but now, lince the mothers are 
dead, and' the children grown up, we have 
ibund out the tools who made them. One

No, no, cried they all onae 

ninoouily, no more generation-work, I be» 

feeoh ye; better the devils thin the midwives. 

The next who. came was a teftator, curfing 

and raving like a bedlaraite diatihe hadmad^ 

his laft. will and teflaaaent. Ah^ vHlain i faivl

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done ! If I had not fealed; I had' not diecfa 
Of all thtDg«, next a phyfidan, deliver mn 
from a tedament ; it has killed more than the 
plague. Oh, miierable mortals! let the living 
take a warning by the dead, and make no 
tcftament. It was my great mtsfortone, firft 
to put my life into the phyfictanV power; and 
then, by making my will, to fign the fentenee 
of death upon myfelf, and be my own execu* 
tioner. Put your fowi and -your eftare {4 
order, fays the doctor, for there it no hope of 
life ; and the word was no fooner oat, but I was 
fo wife and devout, forfooth, as to fall imme- 
diately upon the prologue of my will, Wfdi an> 
In the name of God, Amen. When I csteat 
to difpofe of my goods and chattels, I pro^ 
nounced thefe bloody words ; (I would i had 
been tongue-tied when I did -it) I make and 
appoint my fon my fole executor.

fny.fon was taking pofledion of my eftate; my 
wife £o bufy about the beds and hangings that 
ihe could not attend it; the boy and the weach

then expert to find them f Be knew her- as 
foon as he faw her. ^nd art thott here, oid 
Beelzebub in Petticoats ? faid he; the very pic- 
ture of Lucifer, the coupler of male and fc* 
male, the buckler and thong of letchery, the 
multiplier of fin and the guide of finners, the 
interpretefs betwixt whores and knaves, the 
preface to the remedy of love, and the prQ<» 
iogue to the critical minute: fpeak, aad 
without more ado, tell me where are the de^ 
vtls and their dams that brought me hither? 
Thefe are none of them. No, no, I .am not 
Aich a fool as to be trepanned and fptrited att 
way by devils with tails, horns, briftles, an4 
wings, that fmell as if they had been fmoaked 
in a chimney-corner. The devils that I look 
for are worfe than the(e. Where are the mo* 
thers that play the bawds to their own daugh- 
ters ? and the aunts that do as much for their 
nieces, and make them caper and fparkle like 
wildfire? the black ey'd girls that carry fire 
in their eyes, and ftrike as fure as a lance irom 
the hand of a cavalier ? Where are the ftat^ 
terers that fpeak nothing but pleafing thmgs? 
the incendiaries, that are the very canker 
of human fociety ? Where are the ftory- 
mongers? the mafters of the faculty of ly- 
ing ; that report more than they hear, affirm 
i:nore than they know, and fwear more 
than they believe ? thofe ilanderons back- 
biters, that, like vultures, prey only upon carw. 
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Hon ? Where arc the hypocrites, that turn de- 
rotton into intered, and make a revenue of a 
cofiunandment ; that pretend ec^lafy when 
they are drunk, and utter the fumes and 
dreams of their luxury for revelations; that 
make chapels of their parlours, preachments 
of their ordinary entertainments ; and every 
thing they do is a miracle ; who divine all 
that is told them, and raife people to life a- 
gain, that counterfeit fick when they (hould 
work; and give an honeCl man to the devil 
with a Deo Grattas ? Theie are the devils I 
would be at ; thefe are they that have damned 
me; look them out, and find them for me» 
you impudent hag, or I (hall be fo bold as to 
fearch your French hood for them. Thus 
ikying, he fell upon the poor gouvernantey 
tore off her head-drefs, and laid about him fo 
furioufly, that there would have been no get- 
ting him o£P, if Lucifer had not made uie of 
his abiblute authority to quiet him. 
• As foon as the fray was compofed, we heard 
the Shutting of bars and bolts, the opening of 
doors and hinges that creaked for want of 
gneale, and a ftrange humming of a vad croud 
of people. The firft that appeared were a com* 
pany of bold, talkative, and painted old wo- 
men; btKjoUyand gamefome, tickling and toy- 
ing with one another, as if they had never feea 
'dlirteen ; and carrying it out with an air of much 
iatisfacSion and content. The babbler was 
fomewhat fcandalized at their behaviour^, and

have not among us fo much as a drop of moif- 
ture in our bodies, nor a tooth in our heads* 
Search them prefently, cried the intermeddler^ 
fqueeze the balls of their eyes, and let their 
gums be examined, you will find fnags, flumps^ 
or roots, or enough of.fomewhat or other 
there to fpoil the jeft. Upon the fcrutiny they 
were found fo dry, that they were good for 
nothing in the world, but to ferve for tinder 
or matches ; and fo they were difjpofed of in 
the devil's tinder boxes. 

While they were cafmg up the old women, 
there came on feveral people of various forts 
and qualities, that called out to the firft they 
faw ; Pray you, gentlemen, faid they> befom 
we go any farther, will you dired: us to the 
Court of Rewards ? How is that, cried one of 
thetompany, I was afraid we had been in hell ; 
but iince you talk of rewards, I hope it is but 
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purgatory. Good, good, faid the whole naul- 
.titude, you will quickly find where you are. 
Purgatory ! cried the meddler ; you have left 
that up tixe hili there, upon the right hand : 
this is hell, and a place of punifhment ; here 
is no regiftry of rewards. Then we arc mi* 
ftaken, faid he that fpoke firft. How fo ? cried 
the meddler. You (hall hear, faid the other. 
We were in the other world intitled to the or- 
der of the Squjres of the Pad, and borrowed 
now and then a fmall fum upon the King's 
high way ; we underftood fomewhat too of the 
crofs-bite, and the ufe of the frail dye. Some 
of our conrcientions and charitable friends 
would fain have drawn us o£F from the courfe 
we were in, and, to give them their due, be* 
flowed a great deal of good counfel upon us 
to very little purpofe, for we were in a pretty 
way of thriving, and had gotten a habit, and 
could not leave it. We a(ked them, what 
would you have us do ? money we have none, 
and without it there is no living: (hould we (biy 
till it were brought, or come alone, how would 
you have a poor wretched being to live, that 
has neither eflate, office, mafler, nor friend to 
maintain him ; and is quite out of his element, 
unlefs he be either m a tavern, a bawdy-honfe, 
or a gamine-ordinary ? Now that is the man 
that Providence has appointed to live by his 
wits. Our advifers faw there was no good to 
be done, and went away, telling us, that in the 
other world wc (hould meet with our reward. 
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They would tell us fomettmes, how hzCt a 
thing it was to defame the houie, and abafe 
the bed of a friend. Our anfwer was ready i 
Well ! and had we not better do it there» 
where the houfe is open to us, the mafter and 
lady kind^ the occafion fair and eafy ; than to 
fun a caterwauling into a family, where every 
fervant in tlie houfe is a fpy, and perhaps, a 
fellow behind every door in the houfe, with a 
dagger or a piftol in his halid to entertain us f 
Upon this, our grave counfellors, finding us 
£b refolute, even gave us over; and told us, as 
before, that in the other world we. (hould meet 
with our reward. Now taking this to be the 
other world thefe honed men told us of, ^^ 
are inquiring after our rewards. 

Abominable fcoundrels I faid an officer of 
juftice there at &and ; how many of your re» 
probate companions have fquandered away 
their fortunes upon whores and dice, expofing 
not cmly their wives and children, but many a 
noble family, to a fhameful and irreparable 
ruin ? And let any man put in a word of 
wholefome advice, their anfwer is, Tnfh, tu(k,. 
our wives and children are in the hand of Pro- 
vidence, and let him provide for the rooks 
that feed the ravens. Then it was told you, 
you (hall find your reward in the other worlds 
and the time is now come wherein you (haU 
receive it. Up, up then, you curfed fpirits^ 
and away with them. At which word, a le- 
gion of devils fell on upon the miferable cai- 
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isffs» with whips and fire*brands,ajidgavc thetm 
their long expedted reward f and at every 
la(h, a yoice was heard to fay, In the other 
world you {hall receive your reward. Thefe 
wretches, in the mean while, damning aiid 
linking themfelves to the pit of hell, (lill^ 
as if they had been upon earth, and vomiting 
their cuJlomary and execrable blafphemies. ^ 
Juft as this ftorm blew over, there approach* 
ed a prodigious number of baili£Fs, lerjeants.» 
catchpoles, and other officers of prey, with the 
devil that was to tempt thieves upon earth 
bound hand and foot, and a foul accufation 
againil him. Whereupon Lucifer, with a fell 
countenance, took his feat in a flaming chair> 
and called his officers about him. So foon as 
the prince had taken his place, a certain officer 
began his report : Here is beforethee, cried he, 
a devil, moft mighty Lucifer, that ilands char- 
ged with ignorance in his tri^de, and the (hame 
of his quality andprofeffion ; inftead ot damn- 
ing men, he has made it his. bufinefs to fave 
them. The word fave put the court in fuch 
a rage, that they bit their lips till the blood 
(lartled, and the fire fparkled dt their eyes ; 
and Lucifer, turning about to his attorney^ 
Who would ever have thought, faid he, that 
fo treacherous a villain could have been har- 
boured in my dominions ? It is moil certain, 
my ^gracious lord, replied the attorney, that 
this devil has been very diligent in drawing 
people into thefts and pilferies \ and then, when 
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they come to be difcovered,' they are clapped 
vp and hanged, or fonie mifchtef or other : 
but ftill, before execution, the ordinary ca^s 
them to penance, and frequently the toy takes 
them in the head, to confefs and repent ; and 
fo they are faved. Now this (illy devil thinks^ 
that when he has brought them to (lea), mur-* 
der, coin, and the like, he has done his part, 
and fo he leaves them; whereas he (hould ftick 
clofe to them in prifon, and tempt them to dc- 
fpair and make away with themfelves : but 
when they are once left to the prieft, he com- 
monly brings them to a, (ight of their (ins» and 
they efcape. Now this Ample devil was not 
aware, it feems, that many a foul goes to Hea« 
ven from the gallows, the wheel, and the fag* 
got; and this failing has loft your Highnefs 
many a fair pur chafe. Here is enough, cried 
the prefident, and there needs no more charge 
againft him. The poor devil thought it was 
high time to fpeak now, when they were juft 
upon the point of paffing his fentence ; and (b 
he cried out; My lord, I befeech you hear me: 
for though they fay the devil is deaf, it is not 
meant of your Greatnefs. Upon a general H* 
lence, he thus fpoke. 

I cannot deny, my lord^ but Tyburn is the 
way to Paradife, and many a man goes to Hea- 
ven from the gallows : but if you will fet 
thofe that are damned for condemning others, 
againft thofe that are faved from the gallows, 
iiell will be found no lofer by me at the foot of 
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the accouQt. How many marfliars-meD, turn* 
keys and keepers, have I fent yon, for letting 
a coiner make his efcape now and then with 
his falfe moneys always provided they leave 
better money inftead of it ? How many falfe 
witnefiesy add knights of the poft, that wouI4 
fet their confciences like clocks, to go fafter 
or flower, according as they had more or lefs 
weight ; and fwear extempore at all rates and 
all prices? How many folicitofs, attomies, and 
clerks, that would draw you up a declaratioi) 
or an indtifhnent fo flily, that I myielf could 
hardly difcover any error in it ; and yet, when 
k% came to the teft, it was as plain as the nofe 
on a man*s face; that is to fay again, provided 
they were well paid for the tafhtoa;? How 
oaany jailers, that would wink at an efcape iot 
a paltry bribe? and how aaany attornies, that 
would give yoo difpatch or delay in propor- 
tion as they were greafed ? Now, after all 
this, what does it fignify, if one thief of a thou* 
fand comes to the gallows ? he only fuiFers 
becaufe he was poor, and that there may be 
the better trading for the rich; and without 
any defigpi in the world to fuppreis ftealing« 
Nay, it' frequently happens, that they who 
bring the malefa^or to the gibbet are the 
worle criminals of the . two : but they are 
never looked after; or, if they (hould be, they 
have tricks enough to bring themielves o£P: fo 
that it fares in this cafe, as it did with him that 
had hi$ houfe troubled with rats^ and would 
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aceds take In feme cats to kiU them; the rati 
would be nibbling at his cheefe, his bacoQr ^ 
cf uft of bread » and now and then a candle's 
end ; but when the cats came, down went a 
milk-bQwl, and away goes a brace or two of 
partridges, or a couple of prgeons ; and the 
poor man muft be content to go fupperk£» to 
bed. In concluftony the rats were troublefome/ 
the cats were intolerable. And then there » 
this in it; fuppofe cme poor fellow hangs, and 
goes to Heaven, I do but give him in exchange 
lor two hiindred at lea{l, that deferve to be 
hanged, but efcape, and go to hell at la(K 
Befides, a thief upon a gibbet, is as good as a 
roafted dog in a pigeon-houfe ; for you fhali 
immediately have two or three thoufaad 
witches, about him for fhips of his halter, an 
eye, tobth, or a coilop of his fat; which is of 
great ufk in many of their charms. But, in 
fine, let me do what I will, my ferviees are not 
underfiood. My fucceffor, perhaps, will dt^ 
charge his duty better : and, indeed, i am very ' 
well coHitent to refign my commiiSon ; £br« to- 
fay the troth, I am in years, and would gladly 
have a little reft now in my old age; which I 
rather propofe to myfelf in the fervice'of fo'ms . 
other ch^n where I .am. 

Lucifer heard him very patiently, and gava 
him all the jfatisfadion imaginable; (iriSly. 
charging the evil fpirits that had abused him « 
to do fo no more, upon hazard of pains co]> 
poral and fpiritnal ',. they defired himtoo^ tha(^ 
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Ic woold not redgn his empioymeot; for he 
was ftrong enough yet to do very good fervieer 
ui it : but to think of eaiing himfeif by going- 
to a pretender, he would find htmfetf mifta- 
ken ; for it was a duty he could never be able 
to endure. Well! fays he, even what your 
Htghnefs pleafes. Bat, truly, I thought a de- 
tU might have lived very comfortably in that 
dondition : for he has no more to do, that I 
can fee, than to keep his ears open, and learn 
]u8 trade. For, put the cafe it Ihould be forae 
pretender to a good office or a fat bifhopric; 
though the fathers and councils are again (^ 
pretendei's in this cafe, I fancy to myfelf all 
the pleafures that may be. It is as good as 
going to fchool ; for thefe people teach the 
devils their ABC; and all we have to do is 
to fit ftHl and learn* 

After him came the daemon of tobacco; 
^hich, I mnfl own, greatly aftonifhed me. I 
have indeed often laid to myfelf, certainly 
thefe fmoakers are poflelfed^ but I could ne- 
ver fwear it till now. I have, faid the devil, 
by bringing this weed into Spain, revenged 
the Indians upon the Spaniards for all the 
maifacres and butcheries they committed there; 
and done them more mifchief than ever Colon, 
Cortez, Almero, or Pizarro did in the Indies. 
By how much is it more honourable to die 
upon a fword's point, by gun-ihot, or at the 
mouth of a cannon, than for a man to Aitvel 
and ineeze himfeif into the other world ? or 
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to go away in a megrim, or a ipotted ferer^ 
perchance ? which is the ordinary eSed of this 
poifonous weed. It is with tobacconiib as it 
16 with demoniacs under exorcifm ; they fume 
and vapour, but the devil fticks to them ftilL 
Many there are that make a very idol of it ; 
they admire, they adore it ; tempting and per- 
fecuting the people to take it; and the bare 
mention of it puts them into an ecftafy. Ixi 
the fmoak, it is a probation for hell, where 
another day they muft endure fmoaking ; ta- 
ken in powder at the nofe, it draws upon 
youth the incommodity of old age, in the per- 
petual annoyance of rheum and drivel* 

Then came the devil of fubomatioo, whicb 
was a good-complexioned, and a well- timber- 
ed devil, to my great amazement, I muft ac- 
knowledge ; for I had never fecn any devih till 
i)ow but what were very ugly; the air of his 
face was fo familiar to (oe, that, methought, 
I had feen it in a thoufand feveral places ; 
ibmetimes under avat]>fometimes uncovered; 
now under one (hape, and then under another. 
One while he called himfelf Child's-play ; an- 
other while, Kind Entertainment; here, Pay- 
pient ; there, Reftitution ; and in a third place» 
Alms : but, to tell the truth, I could never 
learn his right name. 1 remember in fome 
places I have heard him called Inheritance, 
Profit, Patrimony, Gratitude. Here he waa 
called Dodtor ; there, Batchelor : with the law- 
yers, foliciftors, and attornies» he pafled under 
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)6traiira& of Right;: afid the cObftHbrs cajkd 
hxm Charity. 

LiiH'* 
fclf . Loctfcr^s lifiOteaanC; but thcr^e was -a 
devil f>f confeqfwence that poverfviily oppiofed 
litca, and made this proclam«tio0 of htmfeit t 
Be it: kno^Ktt, fa|» he, ihAt I am the great em^ 
luroikr^ and politic entangler erf -a^atrs : the 
binder of priotpcs^ the pteteit o£ the unwor- 
thy^ and the excuie o£ tyrants* I can nxate 
black white ; and give what colour I plea^ to 
the fotdeil adions in nature. If 1 had a mind 
to overturn the world, and put:*!! ini a gene*^ 
tal Qcxifuiioo, .1 cauld do it; for I have it itt 
vny power, to fasmifli order %id reafon out o£ 
it; ta turn imj^orttinity ioto merit, exampk 
Into neceiiity : to give law to fucceis^ autho- 
rity to. infancy, and credit to infolence. I 
liave the tongues <^ all counfellors at my 
girdle; and they fhall ipeak neither more noc 
ie&'thaajafl its I think proper. In (bbirt* that 
is eafyto me which others account impc^ble; 
9nd while- 1 live, you need fearneitbcTAirtue* 
9ior)it{Ece^ Or. good government in tib^. world* 
^his devii o^ fiibornation that talks of his 
lieutdnancy» what could, he ever have done 
tv'ichout my aid ? he is a rafcal that no perfon
